The moral of the story

small crowd was gathering for a ceremony 
aboard the US Coast Guard cutter Bibb 
in New Bedford Harbor. One of the invited guests 
was Congressman Gerry E. Studds, who two years 
earlier had used his chairmanship of the Coast 
Guard and Navigation Subcommittee in a success- 
ful battle to prevent this boat from _ being 
decommissioned by the Reagan administration. 
As it happened, this ceremony was taking place 
almost precisely a full year after Studds had been 
censured by his colleagues in the House of 
Representatives for his seemingly inexcusable 
attempts to seduce three male, teenaged House 
pages a decade earlier, and for having had sexual 
relations with one of them. As a consequence of 
this humiliating scandal, Studds was stripped of 
that crucial committee chairmanship, and serious 
questions were raised about his ability to continue 
to represent the interests of this sprawling, coastal 
10th congressional district effectively. 
Yet here was Studds, in the midst of a tough, 
sometimes dirty, no-holds-barred re-election cam- 
paign, and this ultraliberal Democrat who has

represented this largely conservative Republican 
district for a dozen years was acting a whole lot 
more like a traditional incumbent congressman 
with no serious opposition, no damage whatsoever 
to his record or reputation, and little or no need to 
get out and campaign at all. “He’s running a very, 
very low-profile campaign,” says a_ political 
reporter for one of the many newspapers in the 
district. Indeed, though this was supposed to be a 
busy day of campaigning in New Bedford, the only 
arguably public event on Studds’s schedule — 
where he might have run across an uncommitted 
voter or two — was his early-morning visit to this 
aging Coast Guard cutter in the harbor. But with 
the exception of a few of us reporters and 
photographers who were allowed on board, even 

this was pretty much a by-invitation-only event. 
Tall, balding, bespectacled, and garbed in a gray 
summer-weight suit set off by his ever-present 
scrimshaw tie clip, Studds quietly came aboard the 
Bibb for the “change of command” ceremony 
during which a new captain would take control of 
this 48-year-old ship that would have been

« o Americans finally got to see 
Miss America without her 
clothes on. Posed provoca- 
tively with another naked Ameri- 
can miss, no less, and spread over 
10 slick magazine pages. Publica- 
tion of the pictures has produced a 
national ' wish-fulfillment fantasy 
come true, of course, and a sensa- 
tional bonanza for the entrepre- 
neurs who so deftly, and callously, 
packaged the 21-year-old former 
Miss New York for commercial 
consumption. OH, GOD, SHE’S 
NUDE! exhorted the cover headline 
to the September Penthouse pic- 
torial that bared all of Vanessa 
Williams — and the rush to the 
newsstands was on. 
A bare-assed Miss America was 
a surprise, to be sure, but not 
because we hadn't been asking for 
it. From its very beginning, the Miss 
America Pageant has never been 
more than flesh-peddling of the 
basest sort — an excuse for a 
financial windfall gained by ex- 
ploiting the public’s seemingly lim- 
itless appetite for scantily clad 
women on display like cheesecake. 
The contest, after all, was born 63 
years ago as the brainchild of 
boosterish Atlantic City busi- 
nessmen and Chamber of Com- 
merce hucksters. Scheduled each 
year to culminate on the second 
weekend in September, the com- 
petition for the title of Miss Ameri- 
ca was conceived in 1921 to keep 
summer people — and their tourist 
dollars — at the resorts after Labor 
Day. The intent: unabashedly com- 
mercial. The lure: a bevy of long- 
legged lovelies in swimsuits, parad- 
ed on the boardwalk for our erotic 
stimulation. The rationale: an 
open-ended national competition, 
in the best democratic tradition, for 
the créme de la créme of American 
womanhood. “In the same clever 
style,” writes Frank Deford in

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THE WAR TO 
START ALL WARS 


On the 70th anniversary of the start of World War | — 
it wason August 3, 1914, that Germany declared war on 
France and began an invasion of Belgium and 
Luxembourg — it might be instructive to recall the 
thoughts of Winston Churchill. Speaking to William 
Gritfin, editor of the New York Enguirer, in August of 
1936, Churchill analyzed the effect of America’s entry 
into the war in the spring of 1917, after three vears of 
stalemate. 

‘America should have minded her own business and 
staved out of the war,” Churchill said. “If vou hadn't 
entered the war, the Allies would have made peace with 
Germany in the spring of 1917. Had we made peace 
then, there would have been no collapse in Russia 
tollowed by communism, no breakdown in Italy 
followed by fascism, and Germany would not have 
signed the Versailles Treaty, which has enthroned 
Nazism in Germany. If America had staved out of the 
war, all these ‘isms wouldn't today be sweeping the 

continent of Europe and breaking down parliamentary 
government, and if England had made peace early in 
1917, it would have saved over one million British 


French, American, and other lives.’

We bring this up now because a number of the 
struggling writers who'd been screwed over by the Word 
Guild were calling the Phoenix last week, utterly miffed 
over the New York Times's recent soft feature ona 
Harvard Square-based dating service. As Times man Fox 
Butterfield smugly told the world, for the past two years 
successtul executives, psychiatrists, highly professional 
MIT and Harvard grads, and the like have been flocking 
toa thing called Gentlepeople Limited. And the woman 
behind Gentlepeople happens to be one Zelda Fischer, 
described by Butterfield as ‘a disarmingly soft-spoken 
woman of 58 with a wry sense of humor.” Yes, this is the 
same Zelda Fischer who ran the Word Guild, the same 
Zelda Fischer who loaned large sums of money from the 
company to herself while the outfit wasn’t paying its 
bills, the same Zelda Fischer who collected money from 
Word Guild members for insurance coverage without 
passing that money on to Blue Cross. 

“The operation resembled a confidence game at 
several levels,” wrote US Trustee William Tucker ina 
motion filed in the Word Guild proceedings last year. 
“By diverting cash flow to herself and keeping legitimate 
claima:its at bay, Mrs. Fischer was able to live on funds 
which investors thought were buying an equity interest 
in a profit-seeking viable corporation; on funds which 
freelancers had earned through their labors and had 
tried fruitlessly to collect from the Word Guild; and on 
funds with which freelancers had entrusted the Word 
Guild for paying their health insurance. 


Gentlepeople charges its members $500 a vear, and in 
turn Fischer helps them place ads for mates in local 
papers and invites members to weekly parties. All of 
which sounds really nice. “Most dating services are 
rather sleazy,” the Times quoted her as saving. “They 
make you promises and take your money.” That's a 
fitting summation for what the Word Guild ended up 
doing.

But Goldens explanation was hardly adequate, seeing 
assome of McGee s most prominent lackies have 
supported initiatives that might have overhauled the 
prevailing wage law. Former Assistant Majority Leader 
Vinnie Piro (D-Somerville), who recently was indicted 
on federal extortion charges, infuriated labor in a recent 
legislative session by helping to launch a special study of 
the wage law. And Angelo Marotta, who replaced Piro 
after the latter got hit by the feds, helped create the 
special study of the wage law. Taken as a group, in fact, 
McGee's backers seem to be no more pro-labor than 
Keverian’s.

And the business agent for this 
union is one Robert Ambler, the state representative 
from Weymouth and a key McGee supporter in the 
House. 

Last Wednesday morning, when state representatives 
gathered for breakfast in Braintree to hear the union 
leaders heap praise on McGee, the affair was chaired by 
union president Donald Wightman. His union? Local — 
369. Of course.

rian Donnelly seems to be an open-minded sort of 

guy. He will take the measure of a man, but in so 

doing, will grant that person his due, give him the 
benefit of the doubt. Career pols are very good at this 
sort of thing, much better than businessmen and 
journalists. 

The 37-year-old Democratic congressman from 
Dorchester’s Lower Mills neighborhood sits on the 
House Budget Committee and listens to the middle- 
management officers from the Pentagon. He is willing to 
understand where they are coming from, which is not 
just from across the muddy Potomac. 

“You get a guy who’s 18 years old,” he says. “He goes 
toa military academy. He puts in 20 years. Now he’s at 
the Pentagon, a choice assignment. His job is to go to 
Congress and brief us on the military’s needs. These 
guys have their own view of the world, but it’s not the 
total picture.” He figures that the Pentagon’s budget 
experts and briefing officers, armed with the weapons of 
Washington warfare (computer print-outs, maps, charts, 
graphs, position papers), are not giving Congress a fair 
picture of what the military absolutely needs, but more 
of what it would simply like to have. 

“They're people with a cause,” he says. “So they're 
like others with a single-issue agenda. For them, it’s the 
most important thing, but is it singularly important over 
every other issue in America?” 

Donnelly thinks not — and he is, in his own words, 
neither “an extreme liberal or a dove.”” He comes out of 
a pretty conservative area, albeit Democratic. He lives in 
the same house where he was raised, on Clearwater 
Drive. He married a Dorchester woman, and they’re 
raising a Dorchester kid. His congressional district 
includes some of those South Shore suburbs — that’s 
where Dorchester conservatives move if and when they 
figure the city of Boston is getting too liberal. Had busing 
ever been tried in Weymouth, Braintree, or Quincy, the 
resulting disorder would have made events in Boston 
look like a flower-and-swan-boat tour of the Public 
Gardens. 

So Donnelly grew up in Lower Mills, kept kids in line 
at the Dorchester Y, taught trade school, coached sports, 
and did four vears’ combat duty in the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives. This did not leave him much 
time to hang around the Tufts Fletcher School, where we 
breed future diplomats and CIA operatives, or Harvard, 
where we teach future State Department desk officers to 
obfuscate. He therefore managed to accumulate a fair 
amount of common sense and a pretty good reading of 
human nature. 

So though he, like other congressmen, feels a bit 
overwhelmed when Secretary of Defense Caspar 
Weinberger and the uniformed, ribbon-bedecked Joint 
Chiets of Staff trot out the stats and maps, he falls back 
on that common sense and tells the Department of 
Detense (DOD) enough already. 

Donnelly predicts that as congressional oversight 
committees go to work on defense budgets, the public 
will be treated to stories of enormous waste and 
inetficiency. A recent congressional survey found that 
jespite millions in spending, our military readiness has 
declined, that none of the service branches is capable of 
sustained combat 
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Donnelly: no dove, but wary on defense spending 


























“The bottom line,” Donnelly says, “is that after 
spending close to a trillion dollars in four years, we're 
worse off than when we started.”” The Reagan 
administration argues that it’s just repairing damage to 
the military caused by President Carter. Donnelly calls 
that “nonsense” and asks, “ How long are they going to 
blame the past administration? When do you start taking 
responsibility?’ He says the survey is ‘just the 
beginning of the horror stories we'll be hearing. The 
dollars have been spent in the wrong area, on nuclear 
and strategic weapons.” 

This year, the House Democrats hung tough on the 
Pentagon budget. Put simply, the president and the 
Republican Senate want lots of money for DOD; the 
Democratic-controlled House wants less. It is not easy to 
stand up to the Pentagon. The military come off as 
experts, and a congressman is, well, just a civilian. The 
president speaks passionately, and Weinberger 
intellectually, about windows of vulnerability; the 
inference is clear — what congressman wishes to be 
blamed for another Pearl Harbor? And if all else fails, the 
DOD keeps lists of how much defense money goes to 
each congressional district and how many contracts and 
jobs could be lost should your local congressman deign 
to cut the DOD budget. 

Despite all that, the House this year proposed average 
vearly increases of only 3.5 percent in the defense 
budget through 1987. The Senate, taking marching 
orders from Reagan, pushed for 7.8 percent. House 
Democrats offered to compromise at 5 percent, but the 
Senate Republicans balked. 

These proposed percentage increases seem pretty 
small until you consider that the defense budget for 1984 
was $265 billion and that Reagan’s proposed budget for 
1985 was $313 billion, an 18 percent hike. Feeling heavy 
pressure from Congress, and being cognizant of a 
growing federal deficit in an election year, the 
administration made some cuts, but critics noted 
immediately that the cuts were mainly the old game of 
deferring expenses for a few vears. 

When Congress recessed at the end of June, the Senate 
and the House were at a stand-off, with the Senate 
supporting a $299 billion defense budget and the House 
backing a $285.7 billion version. Congress reconvened in 
the dog days of last week but was not expected to break 
the impasse until this autumn, though the Senate did lop 
$2 billion more off its version of the defense budget. 
Donnelly thinks the Republicans have time on their side, 
that they'll prevent any budget resolution from passing 
and will proceed to get waivers — or temporary piles of 
money — for defense. For Donnelly, there’s a touch of 
hypocrisy here. The Republicans used the congressional 
budget process in 1981 and ‘82 to savage social 
programs, and now, he thinks, they'll make end runs 
around that same process to save and spend as much 
defense money as they can. 

The defense budget needs, if anything, a lot more 
deliberation than will be afforded it this summer and 
fall. You don’t have to be a dove to feel overwhelmed by 
the awesome numbers that feed the deficit and remove 
protein from the domestic larder, or by the waste and the 
competition among different service branches for similar 
weapons systems. 

Ina recent newsletter, one of Donnelly’s colleagues, 
Congressman Gerry Studds, a liberal Southeastern 
Massachusetts Democrat, said 69 percent of the 8000 
constituents who answered a questionnaire ‘oppose the 
current build-up in military spending. . . .” Studds 
contended that if Congress were to adopt Reagan's 
defense budget request, “our nation would spend $836 
million a day on the military — double the amount spent 
in 1980, and 11 times the current federal expenditures for 
education, social services, and employment and training 
combined.” Studds feels the defense budget rarely gets 
the ‘‘most careful and reflective’ congressional debate 
that it deserves. He has called for a national debate on 
defense doctrine to discuss “‘effectiveness, reliability, 
training, and morale, as much as military hardware.” Fat 
chance. 

Donnelly sees similar problems. He argues that the 
Pentagon has paid too much attention to hardware and 
too little to personnel. He worries, for example, that too 
many of the best career officers retire after 20 vears or so 
to begin new careers as middle-aged civilians. These are 
the officers who put their families’ needs above personal 
advancement, and Donnelly wonders what kind of 
officers choose to remain in the military and get 
promoted. Military personnel practices are 20 years out 
of date, he says, and officers talk off-the-record about 
that to him and other congressmen. 

The military is loaded with officers. A special report 
by Newsweek in its July 9 edition notes, for example, 
that the Navy has 3738 captains today, about 140 fewer 
than at the end of World War II; but the Navy then had 
2000 ships, whereas today it has only 600. The Army has 
158 major generals available to command divisions, but 
only 16 divisions to command. 

The US military is both a political machine, in which 
career officers compete for favor and try not to make 
waves, and a corporation, in which an often rigid chain 
of command passes the buck up and the blame down. 
Independent thinking can be dangerous, and whistle- 
blowing may be punishable by a sudden end to one’s 
upward mobility or the failure at career’s end to secure a 
civilian defense-related job. 

It is an old story, but worth repeating, that the military 
feeds the defense industry, which in turn feeds the 
military. Many of those officers who fetire in their 
mid-40s get jobs with Pentagon contractors or 
subcontractors. The contractors, in turn, may be found 
serving on DOD advisory committees, lobbying 
Congress, contributing to political campaigns, and 
loaning employees to the Pentagon. 

The Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy (SANE) 
says that the nation’s five biggest defense contractors

The Chinese name for the kiwi fruit, 
by the wav, is “mihoutao,” and the 
Chinese, according to their ancient 
records, have been cultivating the fruit 
for some 1200 years. New Zealand truit 
growers deserve credit for growing their 
Chinese import for the international 
market, but they should not mislead 
consumers into thinking that the kiwi 
fruit isa native of New Zealand. The kiwi 
fruit isan introduction into New 
Zealand, just as the date and fig are 
introductions into the United States and 
the pineapple an introduction into 
Hawaii. The kiwi fruit is really a native of 
China.

I don't know how he did it, but Lupo 
managed to get penis envy, racism, 
diplomacy, horseshit, the State 
Department, Ronald Reagan, the New 
York Times, Vietnam, George Romney, 
and the Democrats all into one column,

Lupo apparently is one of those 
psychos who blames Ronald Reagan for 
child abuse, potholes, bad weather, and 
his own unstable temperament.

Does he really 
think Castro wants a long, warm, 
friendly relationship with the US? Get 
real. 

Point Two. Fora man who hollers and 
screams about morality all day long, 
Jesse Jackson seems always to be ina 
hurry to mingle with the immoralists, i.e. 
Castro, Arafat, Farrakhan, etc. Mr. Lupo 
jumps all over the Reagan administration 
for criticizing the Soviet Union and its 
surrogates around the globe, implying 
that Reagan is himself evil and wacko.

Unfortunately, the 
Reverend Jackson has this obsession 
with the news media and the attention 
they pay to him. Jesse Jackson won't step 
outside his front door unless there is a 
network correspondent there to record 
his actions. It would be nice if Jackson’s 
movements didn’t depend on the 
glamour of the evening newscasts.

tive book on the contest, ‘the Pageant manages to mix 
up its sex with respectable community boosterism. You 
get to examine all the girls, but always end up cheering 
for the one who comes from home. Miss America may 
be the only institution in the world that succeeds in 
getting the most out of both Freud's sexual drives and 
the baboon’s territorial imperatives. The best 100 
breasts in the nation, with the purest 50 hearts in the 
land beating beneath them, would not be enough to 
sustain the phenomenon were not those banners, MISS 
ALABAMA to MISS WYOMING, there as well.” Make 
no mistake, they’ve been actively selling skin in 
Atlantic City for more than half a century, and the 
ribbon they tie it up with is called a sash. 

No shock in that, of course. At least not for anyone 
who’s been breathing since feminists and others began 
staging demonstrations about 15 years ago to highlight 
the hypocrisy of a bathing-beauty contest that 
aggressively markets tits and ass but hides the fact 
behind sideshows called poise, talent, evening-gown, 
swimsuit, and congeniality competitions. In the cold- 
hearted world of sexual merchandising, the sale of nude 
photos of Vanessa Williams simulating lesbian 
cunnilingus and other sex acts is simply on a continuum 
of exploitation with the Pageant itself. 

To be sure, timing certainly helped elevate last week’s 
Miss America fiasco to the status of an authentic, seven- 
day, national news event. Second-day stories about the 
Democratic National Convention's virtual coronation of 
vice-presidential nominee Geraldine Ferraro were still 
clacking across the nation’s wire-service teletypes — and 
editors anticipating the upcoming crush of stories about 
the Summer Olympics were settling in for a typically 
slow week in the middle of vacation season — when 
reports of the impending publication of “sexually 
explicit nude photographs” of Miss Williams in the 15th- 
anniversary issue of Penthouse began to leak out. As 
American women were collectively celebrating the long- 
sought ascendancy of the first female as a serious 
candidate for high elective office, the first black 
contestant to wear the Miss America crown was about to 
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Vanessa Williams gave up the crown with trademark poise. 


be offed unceremoniously. Suddenly it was “Hello, 
rewrite, get me sweetheart.” Stirred by the scent of a 
possible dethroning, and eagerly egged on by Penthouse 
publisher Bob Guccione’s publicity machine, the sharks 
began circling. That seemingly limitless appetite for 
scantily clad women was about to trigger a classic media 
feeding frenzy. The Pageant winner was about to go 
down because of pictures apparently taken more than a 
year before her coronation, by a freelance photographer 
for whom she once worked. 

By Friday, July 20, after having viewed an advance 
copy of the magazine, the Pageant executive committee 
unanimously voted to order Williams to resign within 72 
hours or be stripped of her title. Pageant executive 
director Albert Marks Jr. said the action was being taken 
because Williams violated a morals clause in her contract 
that requires “the maintaining of the dignity of the 
crown of Miss America.” In addition, said officials, who 
went on to cite the contest rules against “moral 
turpitude” and the Pageant’s general reputation for 
wholesomeness, contestants are formally obligated to 
disclose anything about themselves that could reflect 
poorly on the Pageant if brought to light. “Have you 
seen the pictures?”’, Pageant general counsel Leonard 
Horn asked reporters at a press conference. “If you don’t 
draw the line here, where do you draw it?” 

Over the weekend, reporters dug for the story behind 
the story of the skeleton in Vanessa Williams's closet as 
if it really mattered. Reports about the origins of the 
nude photos were coming out through Penthouse 
publicists and others who claimed to have knowledge of 
the black-and-white photos and of the photo session at 
which they were shot. And the magazine itself began 
hitting the newsstands nationwide on Sunday. From 
seclusion, Williams announced plans for a Monday 
afternoon press conference at New York's Sheraton 
Centre to respond to the Pageant’s call for her title. It 
was there, amid the glare of television lights, and the din 
of some 300 reporters and well-wishers, that an 
emotional Williams told her side of the story. In this 
way, a nation suddenly obsessed with the undeniably 
gorgeous anatomy that anyone with an imagination had 


to know was under that regulation swimsuit, eventually 
learned that Williams posed for the pictures at a Mount 
Kisco, New York, photography studio where she worked 
as a receptionist and make-up artist during her summer 
vacation from Syracuse University in 1982. Williams said 
that photographer Tom Chiapel, part owner of the TEC 
Modeling Registry in Mount Kisco, New York, hounded 
her to obtain her consent for a nude photo session with 
another model, and that he promised to shoot the 
pictures in silhouette. She said she filled out an 
application form for the modeling registry but that she 
did not recall having signed a release for the use or 
publication of the nude photos. ‘He said that | would 
not be recognized and that our experiment would be 
completely in confidence, so | agreed,” she said. ‘When 
| learned that the photos were scheduled to be 
publicized in Penthouse | was shocked, mortified, and 
deeply hurt, as I’m sure many American people were. 
The potential harm to the Pageant has convinced me 
that I must relinquish my title as Miss America. It never 
was and it is not my desire to injure anything to do with 
the title or the Pageant.” Then, with the trademark poise 
of a Miss America contestant, she stepped down. 
Minutes later, first runner-up Suzette Charles, a former 
Miss New Jersey, who is also black, graciously ascended 
to the throne to finish out the seven and a half weeks left 
in the reign of the 1984 Miss America. 


Playboy publisher Hugh Hefner, appeared on unusually 
long segments of the CBS Morning News and Today, 
respectively, to air their views on what had fast become 
something of a national morality play. Hefner said the 
photos were in the “hundred-thousand-dollar range,” 
and that he declined to bid when an agent for freelancer 
Chiapel first offered them for sale late last year. The 
founder of the country’s leading soft-core-porn 
magazine empire, which last year reported revenues of 
$122 million, said that he wasn’t satisfied that the 
pictures were ever meant to appear in a magazine, or 
that the so-called “model's release” form was 
sufficiently detailed to protect his magazine in the event

oor Miss America. While still a young and 

inexperienced college girl, she was lured by a wily 

photographer into posing naked. Years later (well, 
a vear anyway), when, owing to hard work and talent, 
she becomes the first black Miss America, the 
photographer violates her trust by selling the pictures to 
Mr. Female Degradation himself, Bob Guccione, the 
publisher of Penthouse, after even Hugh Hefner refused 
to buy them. (How could anyone have lower moral 
standards than HH, asked a stunned nation?) Following 
a kangaroo trial in the media, the hypocritical pageant 
officials callously dethrone her. Thus ends another tale 
of female exploitation. 

And thus runs an oft-heard version of the events 
surrounding Vanessa Williams’s resignation this week as 
Miss America 1984. But I find mvself curiously unmoved 
either by the wickedness of the bad guys or the virtue of 
the heroine. Let's take Guccione. He just bought what he 
was offered in what can only be described as a major 
business coup. After vears of unsuccessful attempts to 
get Penthouse Pets on talk shows, his magazine got half 
an hour of coverage on the Todav Show 

I was a lot more offended by the text that accompanied 
the pictures than I was by the fact the photos had been 
published. (Yes, imagine that, Lactually read the words.) 
In an alleged interview, the photographer describes 
Williams as “manipulative. ..atease...daring....She 
said that she would like to do some nudes... . She 
appeared to enjoy taking pictures with her clothes off 
more than with her clothes on... . She led me to believe 
that [lesbianism] was an erotic fantasy of hers.” The 

interview ends on a sneer: “Now I know that Miss 
America isn’t what I thought it was.” The “interview” is 
just a variation on the old theme that women, no matter 
how outwardly innocent, are asking for it. So] don't like 
Guccione’s sexual politics, but | can’t blame him for 
running the pictures. 

As for the pageant officials, it’s too bad they were so 
eager to talk with the media, so reluctant to 
communicate with Williams directly. A little private talk 
would have been more dignified all round. But forget 
dignity — what about due process? Williams had a brief 
preliminary talk with one official before either of them 
had seen the pictures. Once the photos were available, 
she was fired without any opportunity to tell her side of 
the story. Likewise, pageant officials ought to give 
applicants more of a hint about what is meant by the 
morality clause in their contract. Ata time when 
participants have nose jobs, breast lifts, and stage names, 
perhaps Williams can be forgiven for not knowing 
exactly where the line is drawn. 

However, if I'd been a pageant official, I'd have voted 
to fire Vanessa Williams. I just don’t buy the argument 
that posing for those pictures was no different from 
parading around in a bathing suit. But | wouldn't have 
fired her because the pictures offended me; I'd be 
worried about pageant viewers. Those photos are a 
quadruple whammy: biracial, nude, lesbian, oral sex. 
What could shock viewers more? (That was a rhetorical 
question; please don’t write in and tell me.) And if Miss 
America got in the habit of walking off the runway and 
into a Penthouse centerfold, it’s hard to imagine that 
networks would continue to televise the pageant. 

Through all this, Williams has become a rather 
improbable heroine of civil-rights leaders and feminists 
(in which latter category | could count myself). But I’m afraid 
I'm going to have to look elsewhere for my heroines. It 
bothers me that during the pageant process, when asked 
if she had ever done anything which might embarrass 
her as Miss America, she failed to mention these 
pictures. Winning must have been so important to her 
that she didn’t care about being truthful. 

Williams has said the photographer assured her the 
pictures would be in silhouette and that she wouldn't be 
recognizable. Oh, please. Her gynecologist should have 
such a good look at her anatomy. It’s not a view 
ordinarily available in silhouette. 

Then there’s the matter of the release. She says she 
never signed one. If so, why weren’t she and her lawyer 
in court last week asking for a temporary restraining 
order to prevent Penthouse from distributing the 
magazine? Either she lied about signing a release or she 
decided that in America, where bad publicity is better 
than no publicity, this controversy was exactly what her 

career needed. She’s got Phyllis George beat to flinders 
for the title of most famous ex-Miss America. The bad- 
guys-did-me-wrong act is unconvincing. 

No one has behaved particularly well during this 
summer-lull, megamedia episode. Too bad it’s going to 
make them all rich.

Justice for Perito, who was ar- 
rested four days later as Hicks’s 
accomplice, was less swift. Perito 
spent the greater part of the past 
five months in the Adult Correc- 
tional Facility Intake Service Cen- 
ter in Cranston awaiting, trial on 
five counts of armed robbery for 
the Fleet National job. On June 
27, the day he was supposed to go 
to court to get a trial date, he was 
informed by a public. defender 
that Rhode Island no longer 
considered him a suspect in the 
case. With little explanation and 
no apology, Rhode Island correc- 


























tional authorities released Perito 
on June 28. “They said to pack up 
my institutional gear, get ready to 
leave, | was going home,” Perito 
told the Phoenix during a recent 
interview. He had a little money. 

One of the guards got me a job 
cleaning up at night around the 
prison [while he was jailed], and 
my family sent me a few dollars.” 
On the morning of June 28, he 
went to the prison bank, which 
would give him only $25 in cash. 
“The rest came in a check for $98 
drawn on the Fleet National 
Bank, the same bank I supposed- 
ly robbed.” 


Perito’s court-appointed — at- 


torney, Leonard O’Brien, is still 
puzzled by the series of events 
that led to his client's arrest. 
“They have this guy Hicks lying 
dead, no question he was in- 
volved, and they used him as the 
center [of the investigation],” 
O’Brien explained during, a July 
12 interview at the public de- 
fenders’ office in Providence. 
“They connected Hicks with Bos- 
ton and Boston with Perito, and 
to me it was incredible.” 

Perito, who stands five-feet- 
four and weighs almost 200 
pounds, had served almost seven 
years in Walpole State Prison for 
two 1974 bank robberies. After 


leaving prison in 1980, he remar- 
ried, had two children with his 
present wife, Janice, and got a job 
in production with the Schrafft’s 
candy factory in Charlestown. 
But Perito had been out of work 
for about a month before his 
February 11 arrest. In the candy 
business, he explained, many 
workers are laid off temporarily 
during the weeks before Valen- 
tine’s Day, as production winds 
down. He expected to go back to 
work a month or so later. In the 
meantime, he says, it was an 
opportunity to spend more time 
with his wife and children. ‘‘I lost

Sporting eye 
And a child shall cream them

ome minutes after he had polished 
4 off Jimmy Arias 6-4, 6-3 in the 

quarterfinals of the US Pro at 
Longwood, the tourney — factotums 
brought Aaron Krickstein into the press 
tent for the postmatch interview. After 
the obligatory questions about break 
points, backhands, and such, one re- 
porter ventured into philosophical deep 
water. “Aaron,” he asked, ‘do you feel 
you've accomplished the goals you've set 
for yourself?” Krickstein looked stunned, 
as well he might've. At age 16, it’s fair to 
say he’s got plenty of goals left — to 
shave, to get his driver's license, to meet 
girls, things like that. 

That was last Sunday afternoon. About 
32 hours later, the Detroit (well, Grosse 
Pointe) teenager had achieved at least 
one very significant short-term goal in 
his life, winning the tournament by 
defeating defending champion José-Luis 
Clerc of Argentina 7-6 (7-2), 3-6, 6-4 ina 
three-hour match that was almost as 
entertaining to watch as it was grueling 
to play. It was Krickstein’s third victory in 
a day and a half of arduous straining 
against not just his opponents but also 
the compacted schedule brought about 
by the two rainouts Longwood endured. 
Besides the trophy and the $34,000 first 
prize (which ought to alleviate the 
problem of getting a car after he obtains a 
ee Krickstein became the youngest 
player ever to win the 57-year-old event, 
breaking by two years the record set in 
1974 by another adolescent who went on 
to have a pretty fair career — Bjorn Borg.

And why 
should it? Forget about Tilden — hell, 
when Connors won this tournament in 
1973, Krickstein was all of five years old. 

Krickstein) was something of an 
anomaly among the clay-court specialists 
who dominated this Longwood as they 
have for the past decade. Although parts 
of his game seem built strictly for clay 
(he’s a sturdy baseline rallier of the Eddie 
Dibbs human-backboard variety), 
Krickstein also has offensive weapons 
that seem better designed for grass and 
the harder surfaces: a deep first service 
with pace and, most of all, a rocketing, 
skidding forehand about as easy to 
return as a Nolan Ryan fastball at 
twilight. To see Krickstein uncork that 
shot is to understand how he could have 
reached the round of 16 at the US Open 
last summer. 

But Krickstein is, of course, still de- 
veloping his game, and technically, he’s 
got a ways to go. The forehand smash, 
particularly on the run, is all too often 
driven into the net for unforced errors. 
Then there’s the matter of the backhand. 
While one couldn't call Krickstein’s 
backhand weak, exactly, neither could 
one call it strong. At Longwood, especial- 
ly in the final, he used it almost 
exclusively to keep the ball in play until 
he had a chance for a forehand. This is 
practicable strategy in a match with a 
clay-court baseliner, but it won’t help 
much against, say, McEnroe at Flushing 
Meadow. It was also puzzling, and a little 
frustrating, that Krickstein refused to 
come to the net behind his screamers in 
the match with Clerc, a tactic that added 
at least a half an hour to its elapsed time. 
“I know | could win a lot of points both 
shorter and easier if | came in more,” 
Krickstein admitted. ‘But with only eight 
months of pro experience, you tend to go 
with what you've done best before.”

on Studds and his role in Con- 
gress since the censure that had~ 
appeared in the June 10 Cape 
Cod Times, political reporter 
Joseph LaPlante described hav- 
ing a discussion with Gerry 
Studds as “jogging conversa- 
tionally.” LaPlante wrote: “Those 
who don’t keep up with his pace 
lose track of the question, be- 
cause his answers are more of a 


steady verbal trot than a direct 
response. He _ qualifies his 
answers with examples and inter- 
pretations, constantly reframing 
a question as he answers it.”’) 
We turned to candidate 
Crampton’s basic criticism of 
Studds after being censured. 
“There’s certainly a case of 
diminished representation in the 
House,’”” Crampton argues. “His 
ability to forge a strong coalition 
to get major legislation or major 
benefits for his district has been 
greatly diminished.” If re-elected, 
Studds would remain knowl- 


edgeable and articulate, 
Crampton says, but he contends 
that Studds would be little more. 
‘He can go down and be a voice 
and a vote in Congress. He can be 
an individual.” 

Not surprisingly, Studds dis- 
agrees, arguing that his forced 
coming-out of a year ago will 
make him more effective. ‘I’m 
just, | would guess, a hell of a lot 
more fun to be around than | 
used to be,” he says. “I’m more 
comfortable and at ease with 
myself. | enjoy life more. I can 
joke about everything including 


you-know-what, which before 
was a subject of sheer terror.” 
Studds points out that within 
weeks after he lost his Coast 
Guard subcommittee chair- 
manship he was still the commit- 
tee’s de facto chair. It seems that 
70-year-old Congressman Walter 
B. Jones (D-North Carolina), 
chairman of the Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries Committee, took 
over the subcommittee. Jones, 
however, is aging and ailing 
(“He’s not particularly firm of 
body,” Studds says) and has 
asked Studds to chair most

chairmanship if he’s re-elected. 
In the meantime, Studds says,

that if anything he’s become 
more effective. This was an ap- 
parent reference to a_ totally 
positive feature on Studds that 
recently appeared in the Provi- 
dence Journal’s Sunday maga- 
zine, an article gracing a wall of 
Studds’s New Bedford head- 
quarters. It quotes one subcom- 
mittee member, Congressman 
Don Young (R-Alaska), as saying 
that “though I may disagree with 
him on some issues, he never 
hung his head and never neglect- 
ed his duties. I think that gained 
him an awful lot of respect.” It 
also quoted a reporter who covers 
that committee for two 10th- 
district newspapers as saying, 
“Studds still runs the show. Not 
only in subcommittee but full 
committee as well.” “My 
impression is that he’s really 
active, possibly as active as he 
was when he was chairman,” 
agrees reporter Joseph Davis, 
who covers a dozen or so com- 
mittees — including that one — 
for the Congressional Quarterly. 

Still, Studds’s opponents will 
not be stopped. Political 
operatives contend that a major 
reason for the appeal of this 
liberal Democrat in this largely 
Republican, conservative district 
is that as a freshman member of 
the House, Studds cosponsored 
— along with Senator Warren 
Magnuson (D-Washington) — 
successful legislation to extend 
the nation’s fishing grounds to 
200 miles, a law that won him the 
loyal support of the fishing in- 
dustry. And even though that law 
is now 12 years old, polls show 
that residents of the district still 
cite it as Studds’s number-one 
accomplishment. 

“He got in early and put 
through the 200-mile limit, which 


was considered amazing for a 







very young congressman,” says 
candidate Christopher Trundy. 
“One of my arguments has been 
if he-was so talented he should 
have authored all sorts of impor- 


tant legislation since then.” Like 
sO many incumbent con- 
gressmen, Trundy contends, 


Studds has been doing little more 
than cosponsoring other legisla- 
tors’ bills. 

This seems to be true up to a

point. During the past year, his 
campaign office suggests, impor- 
tant bills for the 10th congres- 
sional district, some of which 
Studds has initiated, have fared 
remarkably well. In one press 
release, Studds’s office cited the 
passage of a bill that would fund 
“a $4 million study of Buzzards 
Bay.” This was not a Studds bill, 
though congressional _ staffers 
agree that he was effective in 











getting Buzzards Bay added to 
the original bill, which had 
called for a survey of only Long 
Island Sound and Chesapeake 


Bay. (Four million dollars, they - 


say, is the cost of the entire 
study.) Studds’s office also credits 
him with his role in the passage 
by the House of a major piece of 
legislation that would allow 
states with coastlines to share in 
off-shore-lease sale payments or 


has been greatly diminished.” 
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royalties from existing leases. 
This bill, which a congressional 
staffer says would provide Mas- 
sachusetts with some $8 million a 
year, is currently being worked 
on in a House-Senate conference 
committee. And, for the record, it 
was authored and filed by the 
office of Merchant Marine and 
Fisheriés Committee Chairman 
Walter Jones. Studds was merely 
one of a number of congressmen 
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from states that happen to have 
coastlines who cosponsored it. 
On the other hand, Studds did 
initiate a bill to earmark funds 
derived from the federal motor- 
boat-fuel tax to support state 
boat-safety programs. This legis- 
lation, giving such programs $30 
million a year (some $300,000 to 
$500,000 of which would go to 
Massachusetts), and giving the 
Coast Guard $15 million for the 
services it provides to recreation- 
al boaters, became part of a 
massive tax package that Presi- 
dent Reagan signed into law a 
week and a half ago. Studds also 
introduced a bill that would 
restore to the states their right to 
have a voice in offshore oil 
drilling, which if passed would 
have the effect of reversing a 
Supreme Court ruling saying that 
such states’ rights didn’t apply to 
leasing. This, says one subcom- 
mittee staffer, is a matter of 
enormous controversy, with the 
administration and the oil inter- 
ests opposed. It was caught in a 
silly fight between two subcom- 
mittees, but the Coast Guard 
subcommittee currently has it 
marked up for action in a week or 
so. “You have to understand that 
his effectiveness is limited by the 
current administration,” says 
Mardee Xifaris of New Bedford, 
policy adviser to Governor 
Michael Dukakis and a solid 
Studds supporter. “It’s tough to 


get a lot of stuff through the 
Reagan White House,” she says. 
“Still, he’s one of the most 
effective members of our delega- 
tion.” And, Xifaris is quick to add, 
Studds remains wildly popular 
among union activists in New 
Bedford, as well as among “the 
thousands of individuals who 
have been helped by his regional 
offices.” 

Studds’s three district offices 
share a combined staff that is 
larger than his Washington staff, 
and — like Studds — staffers in 
his New Bedford office speak 
Portuguese and are able to work 
with members of that city’s 
enormous and growing Portu- 
guese and Cape Verdean popu- 
lation. One example of the loyal- 
ty of his supporters there came in 
response to a blast from Peter 
Flynn, who has been attacking 
Studds for what he calls Studds’s 
anti-Defense Department record. 
Proclaiming that he wants to 
declare “a war on drugs” if 
elected to Congress, and declar- 
ing that he’d like to see the Coast 
Guard transferred from the 
Transportation Department to 
Defense, Flynn says of Studds, 
“He’s never voted for a Defense 
Department budget, yet there’s a 
major defense contractor in New 
Bedford, and whenever a contract 
is awarded, Studds’s office an- 
nounces it.’” Studds laughed 
when he was asked about this. 


“That's true,” he said. “But they 
don’t build MX missiles in New 
Bedford.” This was an apparent 
reference to New _ Bedford’s 
Chamberlain Manufacturing 
Corporation, which makes artil- 
lery shells — not nuclear missiles. 
According to a story in the New 
Bedford Standard-Times, how- 
ever, when Flynn visited the 
plant on July 10 he was con- 
fronted with pickets from United 
Auto Workers Local 1113, strong 
supporters of Studds. ‘Flynn is a 
fool if he thinks he can 
brainwash us about Congress- 
man Studds’s voting record,” said 
a prepared statement from the 
union. 

Both Flynn and Crampton 
have also blasted Studds for 
having joined New Bedford May- 
or Brian Lawler back in June 
when the mayor threatened to 
have the city take Morse Cutting 
Tools, a manufacturing plant, by 
eminent domain from Gulf & 
Western Industries if the parent 
company — which was consider- 
ing liquidating the plant — is 
unable to find a buyer willing to 
invest in badly needed new 
equipment. This proposal was 
put forward at the suggestion of 
the United Electrical Workers 
(UEW), representing the 450 
workers at the plant. “That's 
unbelievably bad_ policy,” 
Crampton says. “It sends a very 
bad message to companies that 


might be considering locating 
there.” As a member of Congress, 
Crampton says, “I would have 
used my contacts to call the 
president of the company to urge 
them to act in good faith.” Flynn 
castigates Studds’s involvement 
in the eminent-domain threat by 
reporting that “Gus Hall, the 
Communist running for presi- 
dent, called the mayor of New 
Bedford to congratulate him’ on 
the idea. “This is a capitalist 
society,” Flynn observes, arguing 
that a congressman ought to stay 
on good terms with businessmen. 
“I'd put people involved with 
business in touch with busi- 
nessmen looking to relocate,” 
Flynn says. 

In response, Studds calls the 
eminent-domain threat “a bold 
and altogether appropriate re- 
sponse on the part of the city” to 
Gulf & Western's threat to shut 
down the plant. “There are some 
things you ought to be able to 
control,” he says, “and one of 
them is a multinational corpo- 
ration that openly, expressively, 
intentionally, and publicly says 
we're gonna milk this cash cow 
and bleed this company dry and 
the hell with the workers.” The 
mayor's announcement, he says, 
“was not intended to suggest that 
the city had suddenly been taken 
over by Bolshevism and would 
start municipalizing industry.” 
Basically, he says, the idea was to 


get the corporation’s attention — 
to send a message to Gulf & 
Western that if it couldn’t find an 
appropriate buyer, the city would 
take over the plant and do it. 
“And it seems to have worked.” 

That is, the mayor's office has 
received nine inquiries from com- 
panies expressing interest in buy- 
ing the plant, according to Step- 
hen Sharek, Mayor Lawler’s ad- 
ministrative assistant. “And they 
all have spoken about a future for 
Morse and are talking about 
investing in new equipment.” 
Gulf & Western, on the other 
hand, is reported to be ignoring 
all this, and has continued nego- 
tiating with its own potential 
buyer. However, Douglas Perry, 
New England district president of 
the UEW, argues that as a result 
of this pressure from the city he’s 
been told the company “is now 
willing to buy the operation 
without demanding concessions 
[from the union] and is more 
willing to make capital improve- 
ments.” And if that doesn’t work, 
he says, ‘there are now all these 
other buyers that we didn’t know 
existed before.” Told that 
Studds’s opponents have said the 
eminent-domain threat might 
scare off other companies, Perry 
says, ‘That's a lot of shit... . This 
has only to do with a company 
that’s liquidating and wanting to 
leave the city. We're not talking

about taking over viable com- 
panies.” 

And nobody’s talking about 
taking over Gerry Studds’s union 
support. “I’m glad we've got a 
congressman who cares,” Perry 
says even though Gerry 
Studds did little more to save 
Morse Cutting Tool than attend 
the mayor's press conference. 
“We've already endorsed him — 


we always endorse him,” said Jim 
Mecedo, president of the’ New 
Bedford/Cape Cod Labor Coun- 
cil, with delegates from all 35 
union locals in the area. The 
endorsement vote came after 
Studds spoke and was ques- 
tioned at a Labor Council meet- 
ing two months ago, and Mecedo 
said the subject of the censure 
never came up. Peter Flynn, 
interestingly enough, had said he 
wasn’t aware that the Labor 
Council had endorsed anyone yet 
— meaning that he wasn’t even 
invited to address the delegates. 


“We will be spending most of our 
energy on Studds because we 
assume he will have some kind of 


a fight in the primary,” says 
Bronwen Zwirner, political-ac- 
tion director for the 


Amalgamated Clothing and Tex- 
tile Workers in New Bedford. 
“Union people I’ve talked to are 
as solidly behind him as ever,” 
adds Umberto Cruz of the New 
Bedford Teamsters local. “He 
doesn’t always agree with our 
philosophy,” he says, “but he’s 
available whenever we need him, 
and he’s not afraid to tell us what 


he thinks.” 

Gerry Studds, it seems, has 
never been very much afraid of 
telling anyone what he thinks. 
And now, a year after he was 
censured by Congress and in the 
middle of what should have been 
a very tough re-election cam- 
paign, he seems likely to be able 
to go right on doing it — on his 
own terms, as always. Of late, 
however, his voice hasn’t been as 
outspokenly independent as it 
was when he won his congres- 
sional seat 12 years ago — after 
which victory, by the way, he 





filed a bill that would have 
limited members of Congress‘to a 
mere six terms. Now running for 
his seventh term, Studds is acting 
like a coldly calculating pol who 
senses an imminent vote of con- 
fidence from a loyal constituency 
that he has diligently courted and 
worked for — and that seems to 
appreciate his efforts. Ironically, 
it will only be after he’s re- -elected 
that he'll have won the right to 
decline to discuss the Issue — the 
one he steadfastly continues to 
decline to discuss during the 
campaign. 0

my first family because I was 
involved in crime,” Perito says. 
“Then I met Janice and built up 
something good with this 
woman. Janice knew that I was 
innocent and that | watched my 
daughter that day while she took 
my son to the dentist. | never 
needed to see the inside of prison 
again. | was going completely 
insane doing time for something | 
didn’t do.” 

Perito now spends his days in 
his mother’s home in Charles- 
town, poring over more than 100 
pages of police narrative and 
court documentation related to 
his case. His wife and children 
are staying in a welfare motel on 
the South Shore while he tries to 
clear his name. Although he is 
free, Rhode Island has not yet 
dropped the charges against him. 
He visits his family frequently, 
but the incident has strained the 
marriage. And he says his three- 
year-old son is having problems. 

“| knew nothing of this crime 
whatsoever, but if you're’ a 
parolee you're always under 
suspicion,” he says. “Usually, if a 
parolee hears about a robbery, at 


least here in Massachusetts, he'll 
check on his whereabouts and 
make sure his rear end is covered. 
If | ever bumped into a few guys 
and heard about something going 
down, I would go up and sit in 
my parole officer’s lap.” 

The events leading up to Per- 
ito’s wrongful arrest and_ in- 
carceration are revealed in the 
investigative record, provided to 
the Phoenix by his court-ap- 
pointed attorney. It is a paper trail 
replete with dips and twists, and 
for Perito it led directly to jail. 
“The key question,” posed at- 
torney Leonard O’Brien, “is what 
was the evidence that gave Bos- 
ton police probable cause to 
arrest him?” Perito speculates 
that it was just a matter of time 
before his attempt at straight life 
would be interrupted. “The 
police figure Perito has been on 
the street for a couple of years, he 
must have done something by 
now,” Perito says. 

Providence police officials, 
though embarrassed by their 
error, feel that the evidence 
pointing to Perito’s culpability 
was not only probable but over- 
whelming. A review of events 
since the bank robbery lend 
credence to both points of view. 
According to newspaper and eye- 
witness accounts, Hicks and a 


short, bearded, portly partner 
burst into the Washington Park 
branch of the Fleet National Bank 
on February 7 and demanded 
money from the _ frightened 
tellers. The bearded accomplice 
threatened four customers and 12 
employees with a shotgun as 
Hicks filled a black bowling bag 
with cash. Hicks waved a_ .38- 
caliber revolver, which was later 
identified as the gun stolen from 
a cabinet in the Area A police 
station in Government Center 
only 24 hours earlier. 
The gunmen joined a driver in 
a stolen late-model BMW and 
raced from the scene, only to skid 
into a tree on nearby Carr Street. 
According to police reports, the 
three men then split up and fled 
on foot. Minutes later, while 
searching a side street for the 
suspects, Patrolman Castillo was 
surprised and disarmed by Hicks. 
“The black subject removed my 
service revolver from my holster 
very slowly and pointed my 
revolver toward my _ head,” 
Castillo wrote in a witness state- 
ment dated February 23. ‘We 
proceeded to walk toward Bab- 
cock Street, he, holding his gun 
inside my left ear, and with the 
other gun, sa Hh it at the other 
officers .. .””

Meanwhile, the other two men 
escaped. Witnesses described the 
getaway driver as a thin black 
male and the shotgun wielder as 
a short, heavy-set white male in 
his early 30s who resembled “a 
little wrestler.” 

Four days later, a task force of 
Providence and Boston detectives 
confronted Perito in his two- 
bedroom apartment on Broad- 
way in Chelsea. “I saw so many 
people rushing up the stairs with 
nickel-plated guns. I was told not 
to move. If I did move, they 
would blow my head off,” Perito 
recalled. “They kept on asking 
me, Where's the gun? Where's 
the money? Where’s my partner? 
They just tore everything apart — 
cereal boxes, the sofa, beds, 
throwing drawers all over the 
place.” 

Perito was taken to the Area A 
police station, was arraigned, and 
was remanded to the Charles 
Street Jail. Following an extradi- 
tion hearing on March 5, he was 
taken to the Providence police 
station and later to the Adult 
Correctional Facility in Cranston 
to await trial for the robbery of 
the Fleet National Bank. 

Perito says he was infuriated 
after his interrogation in the 
Providence police station on 
March 5. “‘They told me that if | 
would give up the other nigger — 
that was their words, ‘the other 
nigger’ — that I would serve only 
10 years and | could do the time 
in Massachusetts,” Perito re- 
called. “I guess they didn’t know 
my wife was black.” 

Perito says he argued constant- 
ly with prison guards and ad- 
ministrators in the Intake Service 
Center in Cranston. He says he 
complained in writing on several 
occasions that his mail was being 
withheld and_ his visitation 
privileges denied. “They always 
made it that I’d have a hard way 
to go,”” he says. “So many guys 
came in and said they were 
innocent, but their stories were 
always changing. My story never 
changed, and this bugged the shit 
out of the correctional officers.” 

Perito’s attorney went to work 
building his case. “Why out of all 
the people who are between five- 
two and five-seven is Perito 
chosen?” asks Leonard O’Brien. 
“Someone put in their mind that 
he was associated with Hicks. 
And I never saw any real 
evidence of that.” 

According to the police nar- 
rative of Providence Detective 
William Carroll, the Rhode Island 
lawmen learned of Perito’s ex- 
istence on February 8 from Bos- 
ton Deputy Superintendent Ed- 
ward Walsh. Carroll was in Bos- 
ton on that day to confer with 
local detectives about the hand- 
gun found on _ Hicks’s_ body. 
Carroll said in his statement that 
Walsh recognized Perito as the

photograph was among six pic- 
tures shown to several eye- 
witnesses of the holdup. “That, 
number five [Perito’s picture], is 
the guy who was at the door with 
the sawed-off shotgun,” reads a 
February 10 witness statement 
from Fleet’s safe-deposit atten- 
dant. Two other bank employees 
positively identified Perito, and 
at least three other eyewitnesses 
picked out Perito’s photo as 
“very close.” 


Perito’s attorney is less than 


enthusiastic about the reliability 
of eyewitnesses. “I’m troubled by 
the fact that this was a case based 
solely on identification,” said 
O’Brien shortly after his client's 
release. ‘I think juries and police 
give much more credence to 
identification than it deserves. 
Witnesses to crimes want to do 
their duty and satisfy the police. 
Very often they are shown a 
picture of a suspect, and though 
there might be some blanks in 
their memories, the details of that 
person’s appearance fills in those 
blanks. It’s the weakest kind of 
evidence, yet | saw Perito hung 
up in that.” 


Perito, however, ran deeper than 
eyewitness identifications. Bos- 
ton police say that three infor- 
mants saw Hicks, Perito, and the 
man police believe to be the 
getaway driver together in a 
Boston bar two nights before the 
robbery. According to Boston 
Detective John Martel, Hicks and 
Perito were also known as- 
sociates at Walpole, where Hicks 
had done time for armed robbery. 
“Perito and Hicks were both in 
prison together — they worked 
the kitchen together,” Martel 
says. 

Perito insists that he first time 
he saw Hicks was in a photo 


on February 8. “I never worked in 
the kitchen at Walpole,” he says. 
“I was clerk to the deputy.” A 
spokesman for the Corrections 
Department said he could not 
confirm Martel’s assertion. 
“Under Massachusetts general

don’t care what they say down 
there,” Detective Martel said 
when the Phoenix asked about 
the evidence. ‘‘Perito was the 
man who did it.” 

Martel also said he had con- 
cluded the investigation of the 
officer’s stolen handgun. “It was 
a civilian employee who no 
longer works for the depart- 
ment,” Martel said. Neither he 
nor spokesmen from the Boston 
Police would release further in- 
formation reiated to the handgun 
used by Hicks. 

During the three-week period 
after the release, Perito’s attorney 
was also confused about why his 
man was on the street. “Some- 
where out there was a piece of 
evidence that cleared him,” 
O’Brien says. O’Brien says he was 
approached by Providence De- 
tective William Carroll on June 27 
with information that indicated 
that Perito had just done five 
months for looking like some- 
body else. O’Brien did not know 
whether a new suspect was in 
custody or precisely how strong 
the state’s case was against the 
new man. “Detective Carroll ap- 
proached me and said he wanted 
to talk to me,” O’Brien recalls. 
‘He was in a delicate position. He 
didn’t want to go against some- 
body else, but he didn’t want 
somebody sitting in the can who 
didn’t do it.” 

That same afternoon, Perito 
was told he would be released on 
personal recognizance and that 
all charges would likely be 
dropped on August 3. The next 
morning, he picked up his check 
drawn on the Fleet National Bank 
and took a bus to see his wife in 
Hyannis. “My mind was going 
190 miles a minute. It’s. still 
confusing. My main thought was 


to pull my family up,” Perito 
Savs. 
By the second week of July, 


Perito was smoking three packs 
of cigarettes a day and making 
frequent day trips to the South 
Shore in an effort to convince his 
wife that he would not spend the 
rest of his life being arrested 
intermittently for bank robberies 
he hadn't pulled. It would help, 
he said, if he knew what piece of 
evidence had freed him. ‘People 
say, ‘Once a thief, always a 
thief,’ ’ he says. “My wife had a 
rough life and this hurt. It’s like 
the basic security blanket is gone. 
My son wasn’t the same either. 
He used to play with toys. He had 
a healthy appetite, always run- 
ning around. He doesn’t do that 
anymore. 

“The arrest messed up my 
wife’s head a lot,” Perito adds. 
“Except if | was at work, we were 
always together. We were never 
separated.” 

Janice Perito, 22, found it dif- 
ficult to cope without her hus- 
band. For a woman of. black, 
Portuguese, and Mashpee Indian 
descent, there were already suffi- 
cient pressures on her marriage to 
a white Charlestown native. 
Janice had agreed to marry Perito 
only with a firm promise that 
he’d repudiate his criminal past, 
and now she is unsure whether 


she will stay with him. “I was 
going to leave him — I just 
wanted out,” she said during a 


recent telephone interview. “I 
know he didn’t do it, but every 
time there’s a bank robbery 
they'll be coming to pick him up, 
right? He'll just be there, and 
they'll keep on coming.” Provi- 
dence Detective Paul LeBoeuf 
says Perito was released the same 
day Providence police discovered 
their mistake — June 27. ‘‘We got 
information that Perito wasn't 
the subject in the bank,” he said. 
LeBoeuf would say only that this 
new information came from 
somebody who'd been in the 
bank during the robbery. “We got 
fingerprints of the person we 
were told was responsible and 
— his prints in the [getaway] 
” he said. LeBoeuf refused to 
name the new suspect, saying 
that the identity would be re- 
leased in a grand-jury indictment 
in early August. “‘He’s in

custody,” the detective said. 
“He’s being held on other, un 
related charges.” Did he resemble 
Perito? “Spittin’ image.” 

“We were wrong,’ said 
LeBoeuf, ‘‘but we were acting in 
good faith. We had probable 
cause, but we made a mistake. It 
happens, but not very often.” 

LeBoeuf said Perito’s lookalike 
is unaware that he has been 
implicated in the robbery of the 
Fleet National Bank. He wants to 
keep the suspect off-guard while 
Providence police continue their 
search for the missing getaway 
driver. The more time Perito’s 
double has to think about it, 
LeBoeuf said, the less likely he is 
to give up the driver. ‘We have 
an idea who the driver is. The 
suspect may tell us who the 
driver is. Probably not, if we 
don’t catch him by surprise.” The 
detective said that this desire for 
the element of surprise was the 
reason Providence police didn’t 
notify Boston police. 

Perito recently retained Boston 
attorney George Warshaw to re- 
view his case and consider civil 
action against authorities in 
Rhode Island. ‘The shame about 
the whole thing that happened to 
him, though he had some trouble 
in the past, is that he made a 
conscious decision to change 
what he’d been doing and 
straighten things out,’”’ Warshaw 
says. “He was going along, he 
had a job, but the hard part of 
being an ex-offender is that 
you're never really free. You 
always have the suspicion hang- 
ing over you. It’s like in the movie 
Casablanca. ‘Round up the usual 
suspects.’ ” 

Last May, while Perito was in 
jail in Cranston, the Schrafft 
Candy Company closed its 
Charlestown plant. Perito hopes 
the union will place him in a 
retraining program. And_ he 
hopes he can persuade his wife to 
return with their two children. 

Vincent Perito has shaved off 
his beard and is 20 pounds lighter 
than he was the day his lookalike 
robbed the Fleet National Bank.

on-commission, does anyone 
really doubt where they are com- 
ing from? Two years ago in that 
Mount Kisco studio, Chiapel 
could not have anticipated 
Williams’s rise to the top of the 
Miss America heap, but he quick- 
ly figured how to turn her 
stardom into a six-figure payday 
for himself.

view, he had a release that may 
not be the Aristotelian model of a 
disclaimer, but seemed to meet 
the letter of the privacy laws. 
With a shot at an extra five 
million bucks if he sells out his 
anniversary issue, a fee of 
$100,000 for the photos, even 
compounded by the risks of 
potential litigation stemming 
from their publication, was a 
gamble worth taking. In America 
or anywhere else, a 5000 percent 
return on investment is always a 
good deal — whether you're a 
coke dealer, a porn broker, or a 
Shearson guy with a seat on the 
Exchange. 

Nor should the media’s lust for 
the salacious details of the Miss 
America fiasco come as any 
surprise. We of the pen and the 
pad may not like to admit it, but 
we package and manipulate with 
the best of them, and the chroni- 
cles of how the mighty have 
fallen are our stock in trade. Sexy 
stories, like beauty queens in the 
buff, invariably get more atten- 
tion than they deserve — in the 
pages of the Phoenix and 
elsewhere. 

So it’s bye-bye Miss American 
Pie. And with you, let’s hope, go 
the amiss American pieties and 
myths about womanhood, and 
wholesomeness, and pagean 
try.

spend about $9 million annually 
for their lobby offices in Wash- 
ington. “Over 90 percent of the 
costs of these operations,”” SANE 
says, “are charged to the Pen- 
tagon and ultimately are paid for 
by tax-payers.” 

Donnelly thinks Reagan's 
long-term plan is to “pour money 
into the Pentagon and build a 
constituency for defense spend- 
ing, just as a constituency exists 
for Social Security and Medi 
care.” Such a constituency will 
perpetuate a very nightmarish 
way of making a buck and is 
exactly what enlightened military 
men and pols have worried about 
since the late 1940s. Donnelly is 
no Wavland-Weston-Wellesley 
peacenik and gives a very large 
damn indeed for defense, but he 
worries, “It’s not good for the 
state to be addicted to the mili 
tary; it should have a_broad- 
based economy. 

If Donnelly’s reading of Rea 
gan’s intent is correct, then the 
president will have shielded the 
DOD from any substantial 
budget cuts, ever. And _ that 
means more cuts for the less- 
protected welfare and education 
programs. ‘So there'll be one 
whole class of people getting 
richer,” Donnelly says, ‘‘and 
another getting poorer.” In the 
meantime, those in the middle 
will pay more and more for 
escalating defense costs. 

Donnelly knows he can get 
into his car on Clearwater Drive 
in Lower Mills and drive north on 
Dorchester Avenue into areas 
where the unemployment rate 
for teenagers is well over 50 
percent. And he doesn’t have to 
leave his own congressional dis- 
trict to understand the hardships 
caused by Reagan’s domestic 
budgeteering. He concludes that 
such situations do not make for a 
very strong nation, no matter 
how damn many new missiles 
and weapons systems are built. 

“You can’t get elderly hous- 
ing,” Donnelly notes, “but you 
can get $300 billion because the 
Russians are coming? People 
don't buy that.” For a long time, a 
lot of people in the nation’s silk- 
stocking districts haven't bought 
it (except those who make 
money off that proposition). If 
Donnelly’s right, the working 
stiffs aren't buying it either.

dles is the most significant kind of 
progress. Borg didn’t learn to serve and 
volley until he won Wimbledon in 1976, 
but he had already developed the 
indomitable poise and_ self-confidence 
that made him a champion. By those 
lights, it may well be that Krickstein’s 
most significant victory wasn’t against 
Clerc in the finals but against Arias in the 
quarters. 

Both the 19-year-old Arias and Kricks- 
tein are veterans of Nick Bollettieri’s 
Tennis Academy in Bradenton, Florida, 
where, as star pupils one and two, they 
were constant sparring partners, with the 
older, more fully grown Arias ustally 
prevailing. “I still owe Jimmy about 62 
Cokes,” Krickstein remembered. “We'd 
bet a Coke on our matches at Nick’s and 
he always kept beating me.” As anyone 
who's battled in any sport against an 
older sibling, a kid two classes ahead of 
you, or even just the regular weekend 
doubles match with the neighbors 
who've cleaned your clock forever 
knows, there is no more important 
psychological triumph in sports than to 
break through against a foe accustomed 
to beating you. Compared to that, a 
Wimbledon final is stress-free. 

Krickstein’s subsequent successes at 
Longwood are proof of that theorem. 
After an easy 6-3, 6-4 win over Pavel 
Slozil of Czechoslovakia, whose game is 
nowhere near as hard to decipher as his 
name, Krickstein entered the final as a 
decided underdog to Clerc, who, at 25, is 
a veteran of international competition, 
with nearly $2 million won in prize 
money. He’s also one of tennis’s supreme 
clay-court specialists, the defending 
Longwood champion, who in 1983 won 
three of the four tournaments that make 
up the American summer clay circuit 
(Longwood, Washington, DC, North 
Conway, and Indianapolis — Clerc took 
all but the last). 

Clerc, who'd proceeded methodically 
to the finals through his half of the draw, 
had attracted attention mostly through 


his claims that he wasn’t getting no 
respect, no cars, and no tennis balls. That 
is, he was miffed that Longwood or- 
ganizers had put Arias’s picture, not his, 
on the program cover, that practice 
supplies were inadequate, and that trans 
portation to and from the Meridien, 
where players were staying, was impos- 
sible. He even claimed to have almost 
missed the final due to a dilatory 
courtesy car (note that this millionaire 
never even thought of hailing a cab). 
Aside from showing what weenie dis- 
putes pass for controversy in tennis, 
Clerc’s complaints served only to ensure 
that, the finals crowd of 7650, already 
inclined to root for the underdog 
American, were vociferously pro-Kricks- 
tein throughout. 

The two players battled evenly 
through the first set, struggling to adjust

to the stiff southerly breeze that made 
playing from the south side of the court a 
decided disadvantage. Unlike in football, 
in a clay-court match you want the wind 
in your face, where it will give your balls 
more topspin and help keep them deep 
but inside. Hit it hard with the wind and 
it’s liable to sail off toward the backstop. 
Krickstein was the more accurate server 
in the tiebreaker, and he had the lead 7-6. 

Having taken the measure of his 
young opponent, Clerc now seemed 
prepared to assert himself decisively. 
Hitting his groundstrokes with authority, 
catching Krickstein leaning the wrong 
way time and again (experience counts 
for something), Clerc won the first three 
games of the second set, closed it out 6-3, 
and, breaking Krickstein’s service twice, 
had a 3-0 lead, and his serve, in the final 
set. Pros as good as Clerc don’t lose leads 








like that. 

‘| don’t really understand how I lost,” 
Clerc said afterward. Krickstein’s expla- 
nation — that he “just decided to go for 
broke” — suggests he wasn’t too sure 
how he won, either. Perhaps the best 
analysis came from Clerc, who attributed 
his sudden collapse to the fact that “I 
went out and served like a lady tonight.” 
Sure enough, Clerc lost his serve to make 
it 3-1, missed a number of chances to 
break back to make it 3-2, and was 
broken again for 3-3. “At that point,” 
Clerc admitted, “I felt that I have lost the 
match.” 

He hadn't, actually; that came later. 
Clerc broke Krickstein (both guys were a 
little tight at this point), but up 4-3, 30- 
love, his serve totally deserted him. 
Krickstein won four stright points to tie 
up the match, held his serve, and with 
Clerc now standing at the service line 
with all the confidence of Wilt 
Chamberlain at the foul line, Krickstein 
hit two outright winners and forced two 
Clerc errors (the last off a backhand, of 
all things) to win the game, set, and 
match at love. In a complete reversal of 
normal form, the rookie came on to beat 
the veteran who fell apart with victory in 
his grasp. 

“I knew what he felt like,”” said Clerc. 
“When I was 16 I, too, felt like a lion on 
the court.” If that’s how Krickstein felt, 
he didn’t let on. Handsome and muscu- 
lar, Krickstein reacted to the press the 
way teenagers have been responding to 
inquisitive packs of adults since time 
was: with mumbles and monosyllables.

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GAMES PEOPLE PLAY 


Selchow & Righter may be one of the 
most successful game producers around, 
but it is hardly the most prolific. Its major 
blockbusters — Parcheesi, Scrabble, and 
Trivial Pursuit — were introduced about 
30 complacent years apart from each 
other, and few notable products cropped 
up in the company catalogue between 
times. But now those games people seem 
to be ona roll. Although Trivial Pursuit 
— its last big winner — came out only in 
1982, Selchow & Righter’s newest game, 
Ipswich, is likely to be as big a success as 
its three famous predecessors. 

Ipswich is a cross-connection word 
game that uses wooden letter tiles, but 
there its similarity to Scrabble ends. It is 
played on not one, but four boards (one 
for each player), and players form words 
on their boards simultaneously, rather 
than taking turns. All letter tiles are 
worth an equal value (one point), so the 
objective is to create longer words rather 
than lucrative little ones, like “wax” or 
“jack,” that tend to plug up the board. 


Each player's hand of tiles is switched 
to the next player after every round, 
allowing a player to curse his rivals with 
Q's and Zs. The game’s five rounds are 
strictly timed, so there’s no need for a lot 
of exaggerated yawning and finger 
tapping from players waiting for their 
turns. The time limit and the increased 
word-formation possibilities that come 
with each round’s escalating number of 
tiles (hands start at 14 and end at 22) 
make the game a fast-moving one. 


Ipswich was launched a few weeks ago 


during the festivities celebrating the 
350th anniversary of Ipswich, 


Massachusetts. Other than that, the game 


and the town have little in common. 
Edwin Shaw, the game’s inventor, says 
he picked the name because of the word 
play on the switching of tiles, and 
because Ipswich, like Kensington, 
another successful game, is also the 
name of an English town.

“When people reach a certain age,’ says 
Meg Kent, a locally based writer, “they 
tend to take long looks back at their lives, 
and sometimes they worry that their 
experiences — the stories that they feel 
are worth telling — are going to get lost.’ 
So far, 10 people who have arrived at 
such a point have enlisted Kent's help in 
preserving those memories. Under the 
company name of Limited Editions, Kent 
works as biographer, ghost writer, editor, 
and publisher for people who want to get 
their life stories — in whole or in part — 
down on paper. After about three 
months of interviewing, writing, and 
editing, Kent produces printed and 
bound editions of those memories, 
complete with photographs and 
occasionally the author’s original 
artwork. 

Unlike some vanity-press books, 
Kent's collaborations aren’t written with 
a hopeful eye toward shelf space at 
Paperback Booksmith; they’re usually 
given to the author’s family members 
and friends as gifts. The final packaging, 
however, is of professional quality and 
can include such options as leather 
binding and an original cover design. 

A recent project, Aver en Ja Tierra de 
Manana: A Memory of Mexico in the 
Twenties, by William McLean Pierce, 


*-includes newspaper clippings and black 


and-white Brownie snapshots that Kent 
rephotographed and blew up, adding an, 
authentic-looking sienna tint. Although 
Pierce’s book is one of the less 
extravagantly printed of Kent's projects, 
it has a high-quality hard cover with 
handsome gold lettering and bordered 
fly pages that feature some of Pierce's 


pencil sketches. 

Kent says her most important function 
in the writing of one of these books is to 
give it focus. She guides her clients to 
emphasize one important experience, 
though she says that ‘‘a lot of them want 
to tell their entire life stories.” As an 
editor, she says, she tries to ‘provide a 
strong enough form so that a stranger 
reading the book would be interested in 
it...and understand it.” ; 

Kent tries to avoid interfering with the 
story itself; ‘I try to record for posterity 
the story intact,” she says. But many of 
her clients seem to be less concerned 
with maintaining their own distinctive 
narrative voices than with having their 
grammar and diction cleaned up and 
“sounding like Dickens.” Kent usually 
manages to convince them that the 
“story should sound like the teller,” and 
though she will omit cursing and slang if 
the author insists upon it, Kent’s books 
retain an authentic first-person flavor. 

Kent's background includes 10 years 
teaching literature and creative writing at 
the college level (she’s now at ~ 
Northeastern), and her fiction and poetry 
have been published in various 
magazines, including The Paris Review. 
Originally from Mississippi, where 

there’s a long tradition of storytelling,” 
she says she’s finding out “that tradition 
is pretty strong in Boston, too.”

Too many people these days labor over 
choosing the best health club, dessert 
wine, and money-market account, but 
when it comes to something as crucial as 
psychological counseling, they fall back 
on friends’ advice or, worse, picking a 
name out of the phone book. If such a 
need should ever arise, now you can be 
as good to yourself as you are to your 
lifestyle by plugging into a new service 
that specializes in this sort of expert 
guidance. 

The brainchild of Dr. Richard Netsky, 
a 37-year-old area psychiatrist, the 
Psychotherapy Referral Network boasts 
a generous selection of participating 
licensed psychiatrists, psychologists, and 
clinical social workers.

There are 
so many psychotherapists around.” He 
explains that though he’s aware of 
similar referral services, to his mind 
theyre closer to computer matchmaking. 
The personal touch goes a long way 
these days, he says, when almost 
anybody can legally call themselves a 
counselor. “The people I work with are 
all very experiented with complete 
credentials.” 

And how do the therapists feel about 
Netsky’s three-month-old service? 
“They're all very enthusiastic,” says the 
doctor. Because of the peculiar “ebbs and 
flows” of private practice, as he puts it, 
they welcome the additional business 
generated by the service's regular, 
judicious referrals. He adds, “They like 
the idea of having patients screened for 
them.” And for the service's clients, 
Netsky says, a little guidance at the 
outset of so personal a journey more than 
pays for itself.

THEY MAKE CURB CALLS 


Owner ignorance doesn’t stand between 
most cars and the semiannual tune-ups 
they should get. It’s just that taking the 
car to the garage is so inconvenient: most 
mechanics work the same nine-to-five, 
Monday-through-Friday hours their 
customers do. 

While driving around Allston one day, 
Khody Javaherchi and Philip Sirgani 
noticed ample evidence of car owners’ 
tendency to procrastinate. ‘“We saw so 
many broken-down cars on the street,” 
Javaherchi says. “We figured it’s because 
people who work just don’t have time to 
go toa mechanic.” This observation led 
to an idea — if the driver won't go to the 
mechanic, the mechanic should go to the 
car — and to the launching of a new 
business, the Mobile Auto Hospital. 

The two men make house calls 
for ailing Volkswagens, Datsuns, 
Hondas, and many other foreign cars. 

Javaherchi and Sirgani, who both have 
degrees in mechanical engineering as 
well as Massachusetts auto-mechanic’s 
licenses, will not only come to your home 
or business (which.may be anywhere 
from Revere to Norwood to Natick) and 
service your car, but they'll do it for less 
money than you're likely to pay ata 
garage. “We called every place in the 
area to figure out the standard prices,” 
says Javaherchi, “and we set ours $15 to 
$20 lower than the lowest of them.” 
Mobile Auto Hospital tune-ups cost $20, 
oil changes $10, and brake jobs $28,

including parts and labor. The bargain- 
basement underpricing isn’t making 
them much money yet, says Javaherchi, 
but they’re willing to work dirt-cheap for 
another six months or so to attract 
customers to the service. “Our prices will 
eventually have to go up,” he says, “but 
they'll still be lower than most 
mechanics’.”’ 

In addition to doing maintenance 
work, Javaherchi and Sirgani will do 
such minor auto repairs as starting cars. 
Javaherchi says most starting problems 
are related to fuel pressure or the 
electrical system, and that once they 
determine the source, they can usually 
get a car going. “If we get it running,” he 
says, “we can take it away for minor 
repairs.” Since they don’t have a garage 
yet, the mechanics refuse to take more 
complicated jobs, such as major engine 
overhauls. 

Hoping to expand the business, 
Javaherchi and Sirgani are currently on 
the lookout for interested investors who 
can shell out for garage space, tools, and 
equipment in exchange for partnership 
shares. And a wise investment it may be: 
the partners have already generated so 
large a response through their modest 
advertising (leaving flyers on foreign-car 
windshields) that they’re extending their 
Monday-through-Friday workweek to 
include Saturday as well.

Donna Hegedus, manager of the 
Boylston Street CVS, concurs with Rose 
about the surprising sales boom in 
eyeglass straps.

Ignominiously 
quartered next to such unchic neighbors 
as nose pads and eye wash, the 
somewhat dull, primary-hued Color 
Cords retail for $1.99, whereas their 
cheaper, dowdier cousins (in black only, 
with metal bangles, and called Fashion 
Chains) tag along beside. As far as cord 
fashion is concerned, Hegedus says, her 
clientele leans more toward the older, 
business crowd. 

The same can’t be said for customers of 
Copley Flair, that veritable bonanza of 
trendy gifts in Copley Square. It also 
reports a run on fashion cords and has an 
enormous selection in a complex palette 
of colors available. This may be the best 
place to enter the ranks of the summer 
chic. According to one Copley Flair 
salesgirl, the store has “thousands” of the 
sunglass straps ready and waiting. By 
Labor Day, one would guess, the bright 
little trifles should have a strangle hold 
on the city.

The '50s chrome wave 
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A ‘55 Bel Air 
y first experience with ‘50s cars mostly 
id centered on the back seat, but not in the way 
you think. No roadster Romeo, this baby 
boomer was ferried around as a five-year-old on the 
cavernous rear bench of a ‘56 Pontiac. So most of my 
memories of those chromium monsters were picked up 
as I grew older. Nowadays, ‘50s popular culture can be 
reproduced practically at will (sometimes even against 
our will). Old rock and roll, movies, and. TV shows are 
endlessly re-creating the Eisenhower years. This very 
persistence of ‘50s pop culture has strengthened the hold 
of the decade’s myths and icons — not the least of them 
the cars — on our own imagination. 

Two of the ‘50s’ principal cult films, Rebel Without a 
Cause and Thunder Road, helped create the myth of the 
hot rod — Rebel in part, Road in the main. Naming a car 
movie after a metaphoric road made sense, too, because 
the creative exultance of ’50s cars was made possible in 
part by the sudden postwar proliferation of paved 
highways and byways. Perfect to handle heavy, high- 
speed traffic, paved roads almost doubled across the 
country from 1945 to 1960. The Interstate Highway Act 
of 1956 affects us today at least as much as the Louisiana 
Purchase. 

With economic good times, people had more money 
to spend and could go more places. Best of all, the price 
of automobiles in the early ‘50s lagged behind the rising 
standard of living. Hell, not only could a family afford a 
new Car, it could afford two or more, including mom’s 
runabout and Junior’s jalopy. 

And it was that jalopy, of course, that achieved mythic 
status. Often an old relic outfitted with a new engine, it 
was chopped, channeled, its rear end raised, and its front 
end raked. The car was transformed into a bomb, ready 
to be dragged. Correspondingly, an almost mystic 
relationship grew up between car and driver, a 
relationship between man and machine that had no 
precedent, except perhaps that between pioneer aviators 














and their planes. The whole ethos was immortalized in 
Thunder Road, whose author, producer, and star, Robert 
Mitchum, penned the movie's theme song, “The Ballad 
of Thunder Road.” It told of a mountain boy running 
illegal alcohol: “And when his engine roared, they called 
the highway Thunder Road. . . . Thunder was his engine, 
white lightning was his load.” 

Well, engines don’t roar much anymore, and when we 
talk about engines exploding, we don’t mean they surge 
into overdrive, but that they were in a collision with a 
Pinto or something. Maybe the “Me Generation,” 
having had its anti-establishment fling, no longer feels 
the need for the nonconformist outbursts of 
individuality that cars in the ‘50s (and ‘60s) provided. 
Climbing into oneof 40 billion identical Japanese sub- 
compacts doesn’t submerge your identity if you spend 
your day thinking about the really creative things you 
and your spouse might do with sushi in the evening. 
Why put all your time and personality into your 
automobile; better to save money on gas. 

But when everyone’s tract house looked the same, 
when gas was 20 cents a gallon, when a family of six 
could sprawl comfortably in a car, you might have 
invested in that one piece of individuality you could 
afford. A visit to the Museum of Transportation at Larz 
Anderson Park in Brookline gives a peek at the 
phenomenon: a kind of mass-produced eccentricity. 
Boy, ‘50s cars are something. Exhibited under the title 
“Drivin’ Dreams,” they look even weirder than they 
must have when they and their cousins packed the 
roads. Currently, 15 of them, standing motionless in the 
dark carriage house of the old Anderson estate, resemble 
odd sculptures — weighty curves of steel and chrome. 

Everyone has'some idea of the echt ’50s car. For me it’s 
the Edsel, a car I felt sorry for before I ever saw one. I 
remember people laughing about it when I was a kid — 
some kind of adult humor I couldn’t understand. When 
I finally saw one parked in the driveway of a friend's 














house, I couldn’t figure out what they’d all been 
laughing about; it looked like any other car, except 
maybe a bit more so. 

There’s a 1958 Edsel Citation at the museum, set up in 

a drive-in-like exhibit space (all the cars are grouped in 
settings that allow the museum staff to set them off with 

‘50s flotsam). No question, the car looks a little bit silly. 

Evidently, Ford brought most of the ridicule on itself by 

promising some kind of super car it couldn’t possibly 
deliver. Innovations were pretty much limited to a push- 
button transmission in the hub of the steering wheel and 
the addition of a second radio antenna. But there’s about 
a ton and a half of chrome on the car, and only a resolute 
priggishness could keep anyone from enjoying it now. 
After all, it was 50s “good taste” what done this car in. 

Sitting next to the Edsel is the height of ‘50s 
automobile prestige, a 1956 Cadillac DeVille (like the 

Edsel, a convertible). Fire-engine red, compared to the 
Edsel’s creamy yellow, the car seems more subdued all 
the same. But its sleek lines and a low heavy quality are 
set off by a malevolently grinning grill. The Edsel’s 
horse-collar grill has been described as a Caddy grill 
sucking on a lemon, but sitting next to each other, the 
loud, overdressed Edsel looks as if it has received an 
indecent proposal from the rich, tough Caddy and is 
ready to shriek in alarm. 

Those two were meant to be the top of the line. The 
Caddy went for $4766 and the Edsel for $3801. | know 
we never spent that much on a car back then. What 
everyone could afford, however, was likely to ape the 
same designs. The 1959 Ford Galaxie, just behind the 
Cadillac at the drive-in, has echoes of the decade’s 
dominant design features. The Galaxie helped put Ford 
back on top of the manufacturing heap, and the bullet 
motif so common on the bumpers of ‘50s cars is on the 
Galaxie in little recesses that hide them from the casual 
viewer, kind of like a family skeleton. 

One of the best things about the show is that besides 
displaying successes like the Galaxie, Cadillac, 
Thunderbird, Bel Air, and Corvette, it features some 
terrific failures — maybe less spectacular, but ultimately 
more damaging, than the Edsel. My favorite car in the 
show is the 1951 Studebaker Starlight Coupe, which 
looks as though it was assembled backwards. The 
Studebaker was the model for the police cars in Streets 
of Fire, and if you're one of the dozen or so people who 
saw the movie, you must remember the little hunched 
cars with low roofs and pushed-in ends. The Starlight 
Coupe was an attempt to ape the jet-aircraft look and at 
$1727 supposedly provided a way for the average 
American to grab ahold of European styling. The front 
grill is great — a peculiar mixture of fireplace grate and 
bullet motif. 

The Starlight still looks uniquely classy, but 
Studebaker was being pushed hard by its competitors 
and, after a merger with the Packard Company, began to 
panic about its lack of success. The 1958 Packard 
Studebaker station wagon looks like the handiwork of a 
bewitched and bothered’artisan who couldn’t stop 
himself from pasting on itchy additions. Looking closely 
at the car, you can see seams where an extra set of 
headlights and some extraneous fins were added ina 
desperate effort to court public acceptance. Needless to 
say, this wasn’t forthcoming. 

Nash was another company that had trouble 
surviving the ‘50s, though it followed the example of 
GM and got into the refrigerator-manufacturing 
business. Kelvinators did help keep Nash afloat as it 
attempted different styling strategems — from the 
“bathtub” model 1950 Statesman to the washstand 
model 1959 Metropolitan. If the Statesman looks like a 
bad hangover from the ‘40s monstermobiles, the 
Metropolitan suffered from being about 15 years ahead 
of its time. A jaunty little red-and-white two-seater, the 
car offered looks and economy (with its little 52 HP 
engine). There aren't any Nashes around anymore, but 
the company was guided into the ‘60s by its best 
corporate manager, George Romney (remember him of 
the Vietnam brainwashing?), who made it one of the 
foundations of AMC. 

‘Drivin’ Dreams” is a rebirth of sorts for the Museum 
of Transportation, which after a two-year slumber has 
reopened at its original site. Its ill-fated but ambitious 
move to the waterfront and an expansion into rail and 
water transportation proved too much for the museum’s 
fundraisers to bear. But according to director Denise 
Trapani, the museum is on sound footing again. This 
year’s season has been expanded through October 8, and 
Trapani hopes to open the basement for exhibits next 
year. That floor will house the museum’s permanent 
collection of antique automobiles, while the first floor 
will attempt two or three exhibitions built on loans, like 
“Drivin’ Dreams.” 

The museum has done a bang-up job recreating the 
‘50s. Near an exhibit set up like a used-car lot, a bank of 
old TV sets runs videotapes of The Honeymooners, 
Leave It to Beaver, The Sid Caesar Show, and other TV 
hits of the decade. In front of the drive-in exhibit, a 
screen shows stills from Giant and From Here to 
Eternity, along with publicity stills of Marilyn Monroe 
and Jayne Mansfield. A tape of ‘50s rock and roll plays 
continuously in the background. 

Over in a corner as you first enter the museum, a 
couple of old bombs sit ready to drag. One of them is a 
1932 Ford 5 Window Coupe, similar to the car James 
Dean drove on the cliff in the chicken run in Rebel 
Without a Cause. You may remember the scene. Dean 
played Jim, a loner trying to make friends with the local 
gang, which was led by Buzz, who was racing the other 
car. While they’re racing, Buzz shouts out his window at 
Jim, “You know, I like you?” Jim smiles and says, “Well, 
what are we doin’ this for, then?” Buzz, who doesn’t 
know he is doomed, shrugs back. “I don’t know. We 
gotta do something.”

Dressing for ample success 


by Francis Toohey 
verybody knows that being 
fat in the midst of today’s 


E Nutrasweetened _ narcis- 


sism is no way to get your jollies. 
For a woman, especially if she 
can pinch a mere inch of excess 
flesh, the incessant finger-point- 
ing from TV commercials, the 
fashion industry, and a doom- 
saying medical community can 
be demoralizing at best. Still, not 
all the news associated with 
obesity is morbid these days; 
witness the growing grassroots 
movement of the overweight 
toward redefining themselves on 
their own terms. 

Locally, one _ loose-knit 
enterprise known as_ Great 
Gorgeous Gals has thrown its 
weight, so to speak, into just such 
a task. As founder Kimm Bonner 
asserts, ‘‘fat’’ has never been a 
four-letter word. For’ the 
thousand-odd area women who 
receive her newsletter, attend the 
seminars, and purchase the large- 
sized clothing offered by Bon- 
ner’s innovative business, the 
weighty adjective that can cause 
so much grief doesn’t have to 
translate as “unhappy.” 

A chatty, 25-year-old with fad- 
dish, cranberry-tinted hair, Bon- 
ner can usually be found on 
weekends single-handedly spruc- 
ing up the bad self-images of 
overweight women, retailing 
large-size apparel from racks on 
one side of Cormier’s, a Brookline 
vintage-clothing store. Bonner 
says she hopes that this one 
aspect of her life, at least, will 
soon expand. “I am not a non- 
profit organization. Great 
Gorgeous Gals is my company,” 
stresses the plump entre- 
preneuse. Flanked by racks of 
both new and used garments, 
Bonner explains that in addition 
to her store sales, she stages self- 
help seminars around the city for 
a small profit and runs a shop- 
ping service for customers either 
too busy or reticent to quest for 
stvlish, large-sized women’s 
furnishings. This frequently ex- 


asperating goose-chase Bonner 


blames on clothing manufac- 
turers. “Most of them think that if 
you wear any size above 14, you 
stop wanting to be pretty or sexy. 
They think that your tastes goes 
right out the window along with 
your diet. And that’s just not 
true,’ she says. 

Pointing to some colorful cot 
ton tops hanging in a row, she 
notes, “What I try to do here is 
stay away from polyester. I try to 
get away from the image of fat 
ladies in blue polyester stretch 
pants and get across, instead, the 
image that you can be heavy and 
still dress well. The only thing I 
carry that is polyester at all is 
Levi's Bendover Pants, and the 
only reason is because there’s 
such a demand. Because they 
stretch,” Bonner says. “But aside 
from that, as you can see, it’s 
mostly cottons, silks, crepes.” 

Bonner’s’ shoppers, lately 
weaned from Lane Bryant's 
petrochemical gloss, tend to balk 
at Cormier’s funky flair, so Bon- 
ner plans to open a boutique of 
her own whenever finances al- 
low. Still, in the few, fledgling 
months she’s been sharing space 
in this location, Bonner’s over- 
sized specialties have garnered 
the sort of consumer devotion 
she had hoped for. Some of the 
inventory even comes from the 
Gorgeous Gals themselves, who 
place on consignment pieces 
they've either eaten or dieted into 
obsolescence. The clothing ex- 
change, one of Bonner’s best- 
received ventures, enables 
women to sidestep the store 
completely and trade among 
themselves. Bonner simply sup- 
plies interested clients with each 
other’s numbers. 

Bonner is quick to point out 
that Great Gorgeous Gals also 
specializes in trendier, brand- 
new fashions in hard-to-find siz- 
es. In this category, lingerie is a 
particularly hot seller. Recalling 
her own, fruitless efforts in the 
past to locate a bra more femi- 
nine-looking than a_ freeway 
overpass, Bonner applauds the 


handful of manufacturers finally 
entering a long-neglected mar- 
ket. As she says, “There's a lot of 
money” in offering heavy 
women the same styles their 
slender sisters have always en- 
joyed. Selecting a shimmery, 
lace-trimmed undergarment as 
evidence of this happy trend, 
Bonner quotes statistics compiled 
in 1978 by the New York-based 
National Association for the Aid 
of Fat Americans (NAAFA): 
“There are 30 million women 
who are above size 16.” 

The diet-products 
suggests that Bonner’s 
premise — that there’s a lot of 
out-sized females on the loose 
may be correct. Although the 
average thin person might take so 
much weight-consciousness as a 
hopeful sign healthwise, the new 
breed of heavy women isn’t so 
convinced. Both compulsive eat- 
ing and compulsive dieting have 
their down sides. The phenome- 
non known as “yo-yo-ing” — 
erratic, sudden weight gain and 
loss — is a tried-and-true method 
of wrecking one’s health, accord- 
ing to Bonner. “It’s better to stay 
at one weight,” she cautions. 
“Yo-yo-ing causes too much 
physical and psychological stress. 
Doctors are starting to stress 
health more than weight. You 
can be overweight and healthy, 
can be in shape. I belong to a 
health club — a lot of heavy 
people I know belong to health 
clubs. You can be heavy and still 
keep yourself fit and toned 
cardiovascularly. 

“Another thing to remember is 
that different weights are good 
for different types of people,” 
Bonner continues. “That attitude 
has been changing only in the 
last five or 10 years. Doctors are 
beginning to realize that people 
are constructed differently, that 
the charts are not always good for 
everybody. I’ve been fat all my 
life,” she says, “and right now I’m 
five-feet-five-inches tall and I 
weigh 170 pounds. I used to 
weigh 240. I’m a compulsive 
eater. Like most women, | don’t 
eat because I’m hungry, I eat 
because I’m bored or frustrated. I 
eat for all the wrong reasons.” 

Such hard-earned self-aware- 
ness has proven to be a catalyst in 
many overweight women’s lives, 
opening up capacities for happi- 
ness few knew before. The boom-

ing success of publications like 
Big Beautiful Women and It’s Me 
have ridden the crest of positive 
thinking from the very same 
people who allowed others to 
define them for so long with 
names like “fatso’” and worse. 
Happily, with the rise of some 
significant large-size clothing 
lines, and the resulting op- 
portunity for modeling careers 
for some fat women, things seem 
to be changing. 

But the pioneering spirit dis- 
played by such name designers 
as Gloria Vanderbilt, Sasson, and 
Givenchy (all of whom boast new 
lines tailored for big women) 
comes as no surprise to Bonner, 
since, as she says, “There’s mega- 
bucks to be made.” 

When Seventh Avenue falls 
short, Bonner insists, a generous 
dash of fashion improvisation 
can go a long way. ‘‘These men’s 
tops,” she gestures toward a 
selection as variegated as nautical 
flags. “They’re polo shirts. | 
pulled in some of them for the 
store because they’re unisex and 
anyone can wear them. They're 
very current now.” With some 
designers’ wares, says Bonner, a 
large woman hardly needs to 
fudge at all. “Norma Kamali 
designs things that are cut either 
very, very large or very narrow. 
Big women can wear the large 
sizes easily. If I wear my Norma 
Kamali, I look thinner than | 
usually do because I’m hippy and 
the Kamali is big in the shoulders. 
I look more in proportion. It’s all 
in knowing how to dress for your 
size.” 

And that’s precisely where 
most heavy women run into 
problems with their appearance, 
she explains. They simply 
haven’t learned what to do with 
their ample natural resources. To 
this end, Great Gorgeous Gals 
offers a bouquet of self-improve- 
ment seminars. Bonner admits to 
patterning her business in part 
after the National Association for 
the Aid of Fat Americans. The 
nonprofit organization, which 
she joined during a stint in 
Manhattan, offers social activities 
for those who tip the scale at 200 
to 500 pounds. “It was the first 
time in my life that I felt like a 
toothpick,” she exclaims. “‘] 
learned a lot about accepting and 
liking myself for who I was. But 
after a while, I started to see that 





the social and the political things 
with NAAFA were fine, but | 
thought that a lot of women 
needed to get this in a more direct 
way. That’s why I have 12 
different seminars now, at about 
$10 each. I should stress that I 
don’t teach them, I bring in 
experts. I bring in trained thera- 
pists. They cover everything from 
the practical — like make-up 
with a cosmetologist — to deeper 
things like sexuality. Everybody 
who teaches the seminars is 
sympathetic. They've all had or 
have a weight problem. 

“The whole premise is that big 
women need to feel better about 
themselves. They can get help for 
that by learning to do certain 
things, Also, by talking about it in 
a supportive environment — like 
the prejudice they run into.” 

One suspects that the subject 
of the opposite sex must figure 
prominently in what the women 
learn. Bonner says overweight 
women usually do one of two 
destructive things. ‘They either 
undersexualize or they over- 
sexualize,” she says. ‘So many 
women don’t do anything with 
their looks — they hide them- 
selves completely. They don’t 
dress properly. They don’t even 
brush their hair because they 
haven't given themselves per- 
mission to live until they’re thin- 
ner. They don’t look good, not 
because they’re fat, but because 
they don’t do anything for them- 
selves. 

“They do that,” she continues, 
“or they oversexualize, because 
they feel so bad about them- 
selves. Because they're so needy, 
when a man shows them any sort 
of attention, they go home with 
him. Not everybody does this, 
but too many women do. 

“When you feel good about 
yourself, you attract people,” 
says Bonner. “NAAFA has done 
estimates, and their statistics 
show that five percent of all men 
are attracted to heavier women. | 
think every fat woman has had 
the experience of having men 
who want to go to bed with her 
but who don’t want to be seen on 
the street with her.” 

Bonner concludes: “People who 
like fat people are in the closet.” 
But not to worry. From the brisk 
interest in large-size lingerie that 
Bonner reports, the situation may 
already be changing. O

rigitte Bardot and Robert 
B Redford have restored the 
“ohh” and “ahh” to con- 
servation, but star appeal and 
even stellar efforts can do only so 
much to preserve ecological 
niches.

says Gary Koeller, a curator at the 
Arboretum. “That's eight years.” 
Last year, the Arboretum wrote 
to Richard Jaynes of the Con- 
necticut Agricultural Experiment 
Station for help, or at least a little 
encouragement. He couldn't offer 
any: no one has come up with a 
cure for the blight afflicting the 
American chestnut, and so far no 
one has found a process to 
safeguard the trees. 

At the beginning of the cen- 
tury, the American chestnut was 
as much a part of the Eastern 
landscape as the split-rail fences, 
railroad ties, and lampposts made 
from it. Extending from Maine to 
Georgia, the chestnut grew 120 
feet straight up, 40 feet around, 
and in vast stands. Lumber inter- 
ests and foraging animals lived 
off the tree. Its wood was rot 
resistant and easy to work; its 
nuts are still considered by The 
Joy of Cooking as without suit- 
able substitute. 


But in 1904, a fungus, the

disease. 

When the blight became 
epidemic, the US Department of 
Agriculture tried treating each 
stricken tree by curettage — 
cutting out each canker and 
disinfecting the wound. But indi 
vidual salving and_ bandaging 
couldn’t compete with the wind 
and birds carrying the blight 
spores. Nor did it guarantee the 
treated tree wouldn't be rein- 
fected. When its doctoring 
failed, the USDA tried selling the 
public on a chestnut alternative, 
an oriental hybrid. It was blight 
resistant, but it couldn’t equal the 
American chestnut in timber or 
nuts. And it didn’t stop the 
handwringing of loggers, farm- 
ers, and cooks. “It came down to 
there not being any blight-resis- 
tant trees left,” Gerry Payne of 
the USDA recalls. ‘‘There just 
wasn’t anything left for us to 








work with.” Some, however, be 
lieve that the government stopped 
working on the problem as soon 
as creosote-soaked_ pine logs 
were found to be as durable as 
chestnut lumber. Like the last 
Mohican, the native chestnut was 
relegated to American folklore. 

Not everyone, however, was as 
willing as the USDA to give up 
on the chestnuts. Some, like Leo 
“Chestnut Seed’ Pahl of 
Pasadena, Maryland, have inde- 
pendently been transplanting the 
saplings to new spots, hoping 
that will give them a_ better 
chance to grow. “I’ve been inter- 
ested in the chestnut as far back 
as I can remember,” says Pahl, 
“and as far back as I remember, | 
remember the chestnut.” But 
Pahl and his volunteers have had 
no better luck than the USDA in 
saving the tree. 

Albert Dietz of Ohio thinks one 
way to save it is to irradiate the

seeds. Dietz’s theory is that the x 
rays will scramble the cells and 
maybe produce a blight-resistant 
seedling. To date, none of his 
seedlings have withstood the 
blight, but some are very odd- 
looking. One forester has dis 
missed irradiation as akin “‘to 
taking your watch and hammer 
ing it out on the table to make it 
work.” 

Serious hopes for the tree were 
renewed about 10 years ago by 
Jean Grente and Suzanne 
Bethelay-Sauret of France’s Na- 
tional Institute for Agricultural 
Research in Clermont-Ferrand. 
The chestnut blight that had 
infected Italian orchards in the 
1930s was beginning to cross over 
to France when Grente dis- 
covered that some of the infected 
trees had begun to heal them- 
selves. After a respectful period 
of awe for Mother Nature, Grente 
and Berthelay began studying the 





phenomenon and found that dur 
ing the 40 years the fungus had 
spent destroying the Italian or 
chards, it had also been develop 
ing a less virulent strain of itself 
When this paler version made a 


canker, healthy bark quickly 
grew over the wound and over 
powered the fungus. This in itself 
was terrific news, but even better 
was the finding that this more 
anemic fungus was highly con 
tagious. 

Using this nondeadly fungus, 
Grente was able to produce a 
harmless strain, and he began 
inoculating trees with it. Un- 
treated cankers in orchards 
Grente experimented in began to 
heal over. These spores were 
spreading on their own. With all 
the modesty of Napoleon, Grente 
a couple of years ago announced, 
“The American chestnut biight is 
vanquished. Yes, that is so.”

Misdiagnosis on balance

woke up just long enough to 
] feel a nurse shaving off my 
hair. Six months earlier, the 
head of neurology at a leadirig 
teaching hospital had said to me, 
“There’s nothing wrong with 
you. The only reason you're 
having these headaches is that 
you're 27 years old and unmar- 
ried. Find a good man, get 
married, and the headaches will 
go away.” Now, partially para- 
lyzed, I was being operated on for 
removal of a brain tumor. 

Five years later | was operated 
on again for a second group of 
brain tumors. Early in the same 
week of that second operation a 
neurosurgeon wrote, “I don't find 
very much wrong with Phyllis... 
not of great concern.... I think 
she is doing quite well.’’ He was 
one of 11 doctors I’d seen during 
the previous two and a half years. 
Each one had given me a clean 
bill of health despite my repeated 
complaints of excruciating head 
pain. 

* * * 

When the headaches _ first 
started, I went to see my family 
doctor. I sat in the same old green 
vinyl chair by his desk I always 
had. He’d been my family doctor 
ever since I could remember, and 
I had a great deal of trust in him. 
He thought my headaches were 
caused by nervous tension, but 
just to make sure it wasn’t 
anything else he shut off the light 
and peered into my eyes with a 
small flashlight. Then, I stood 
with my eyes shut and my hands 
at my side; he had me touch my 
nose with the index finger of each 
hand. After the examination he 
confirmed his diagnosis that, in- 
deed, all that was wrong with me 
was a bad case of nerves. ‘As 
soon as you get away from the 
city and all its tensions,” he said, 
“the headaches will go away. Just 
relax and forget it.” 

I went to Europe for a rest, but 
the pains got worse. New symp 
toms appeared. In Copenhagen | 
started to drag my leg, in Italy the 
soap kept flying out of my hands 
whenever I tried to shower, in 
Berlin the room started spinning, 
and in Oslo | started having 
problems with my balance. When 
| reached the peaceful Norwegian 
town of Balestrom, the pain in my 
head was so bad I had trouble 
getting out of bed in the morning. 


A change of positions — even 
from lying down to sitting up — 
triggered off a series of shooting 
pains concentrated at the top of 
my head. I'd lie perfectly still for 
a few minutes after waking and 
then prop myself up with a 
couple of pillows. Most of the 
time I’d hold my head, cradling it 
in my arms hoping that would 
the terrible discomfort. 
Then when I could, I'd go into the 
bathroom and take a couple of 


lessen 





aspirins. Later, [kept them with a 
glass of water next to my bed. 

When I returned from Europe I 
immediately made another ap- 
pointment with my family doc- 
tor. This time he referred me to a 
leading neurologist. “Not that | 
think there’s anything wrong 
with you,” he said, ‘but just to 
ease your mind.” 

The neurologist was a depart- 
ment chairman at one of the best 
teaching hospitals in Boston. As I 
walked into his office, | noticed a 
folder with my mother’s name on 
it sitting on top of his desk. | 
remembered that 10 years before, 
she had been him with 
what was eventually diagnosed 
as a psychosomatic illness. 

He looked like Abe Lincoln. 
Although his height made him 
seem forbidding, his face seemed 
kind. I was so desperate for help 
that I blurted out all my problems 
at once. “I get these terrible 
headaches when I wake up. At 
the top of my head. When I try to 
move my bowels, they get worse. 
They only go away after I take 


to see 


aspirins. I’ve also noticed other 
things. At times I think the room 
is spinning, and sometimes when 
I set my hair it’s difficult to 
squeeze the hairclips open. It’s 
almost impossible for me to keep 
my balance when I walk down 
the stairs. Also, my handwriting 
isn’t as good as it was before.” 

He asked me to write my 
name. He looked at the paper and 
said, “Looks fine to me.”” Then he 
looked up at me and said, ‘Tell 
me, why is everyone in your 
family so nervous?” I had no 
answer. We proceeded with the 
examination. 

Peering into my eyes with a 
pen-like flashlight, he asked me a 
series of questions. ‘What do you 
see, one light or two? What color 
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are they? Where is the red light? 
Do you feel that? Is it the same on 
both sides?” 

He asked me to lie down on the 
table and run the heel of my right 
foot along the shin of my left leg, 
and then do the same thing in 
reverse. | had to close my eyes 
and tell him whether he was 
moving my toe up or down. 
“Now sit up and with your index 
finger touch my moving finger 
and then touch your nose. Now 
do the same thing with your 
other hand. Now stand up. Close 
your eyes and stretch your hands 
out in front of you.” The only 
task I had any difficulty per 
forming, the last one — 
walking a_ straight line. His 
diagnosis was “nerves.” | quote 
his report. 

| walked out of his office 
relieved that nothing was seri- 
ously wrong. My father was in 
the waiting room, and he was 
happy to see that | had come 
out smiling. “It was nothing, 
right?” he asked. “Right,” I an

By this time I wanted to be as 
convinced as the doctors were 
that my problem was just ner- 
vous tension. But if I was pretty 
certain of that conclusion intellec- 
tually, I couldn’t get my body to 
comply. No kind of relaxation 
seemed to help, and my symp- 
toms kept getting worse. I went 
back to New York but was too 
afraid to look for work in my field 
of advertising-copy writing be- 
cause my balance was so shaky | 
knew I wouldn't be able to walk a 
straight line into the interviewer's 
office. Filling out job applications 
made me _ self-conscious; my 
handwriting was approaching il- 
legibility. 

At first I thought it would be 
easier to write if | held the pen 


differently. | bought felt-tip pens 
hoping they'd be easier to use. | 
cut my fingernails thinking they 
were getting in my way. Finally, | 
made an effort to write with my 
left hand. Although the writing 
was legible, it looked like the 
scribblings of a seven-year-old. 
Signing checks and charge ac- 
count slips was embarrassing and 
traumatic. 

Once, when | was trying to 
close out a bank account, 1 was 
relieved to see the woman | had 
to talk to had a friendly face.

stared at the simple white slip of 
paper. Carefully, I tried to write 
my name. Feeling the heat rising 
in my cheeks, I handed her the 
paper.

“There’s absolutely no similar- 
ity between the two signatures.” | 
left without my money. 

I was helpless. I couldn’t even 
take a phone message for my 
roommate. A friend at CBS asked 
me to work on a script for him but 
I couldn't type, either. My right 
arm was now jerking with 
spasm-like movements. | stopped 
accepting dinner invitations be- 
cause | couldn't lift a glass 
without having it shake and 
practically slip from my hand. As 
I couldn’t tie a bow or button a 
shirt, | could hardly dress myself. 

One morning I woke to the 
sound of my roommate asking 
me a question. I tried to focus on 
her, but I couldn't. There were 
two of her, then three, then two 
again. It seemed like hours before 
mty vision returned to normal. 

Walking had become laborious 
instead of an involuntary act, but 
I’ felt it was necessary for my 
sanity to get out of the house ona 
regular basis. Since I wasn’t 
employed, | took on volunteer 
work for a senatorial candidate so 
I'd have something to occupy my 
time. The first day I set up a table 
of campaign literature on a busy 
street. A pamphlet fell: off the 
table and when I tried to pick it 
up, I fell. My balance was so bad 
I couldn’t get up. No one stopped 
to help me. Eventually, I was able 
to struggle to my feet with the aid 
of some shrubbery. 

After that incident, I called a 
large New York City hospital and 
tried to make an appointment 
with a neurologist. The fee was 
$75. | didn’t have any insurance, 
and I didn’t have $75. | called my 
mother long distance. It had been 
a few months since I’d returned 
to New York, pleased with the 
Boston neurologist’s diagnosis of 
nerves. My mother had no idea of 
my present condition: until that 
call, | hadn’t wanted her to know. 
“Hi, Phyllis. | didn’t expect to 
hear from you until Sunday. But 
I’m glad you called. Benny! Get 
on the extension. It’s Phyllis.” 

| hadn't allowed myself to cry 
during those months of pain and 
loneliness. But now I succumbed 
totally. | heard my mother’s 
frightened voice on the other end 
saying, “What's wrong, Phyllis? 
Tell me what's wrong.” Through 
the tears | sobbed, ‘I’m sick and | 
want to come home. Please make 
an appointment for me with the 
neurologist. I'll be home tomor- 
row.”

guest immediately wants 
the name of this restau- 
rant for his next novel. 


But the name evokes the food 
rather well. Lahore is the 
Pakistani city on the border with 
Northern India, and kebabs are 
what you want to order early and 
often. This is the first restaurant 
in greater Boston to advertise 
itself as Pakistani; what this 
means is a standard New Delhi 
menu with an emphasis on the 
skewers. 

Kebabish has an _ additional 
advantage of being quite inex- 
pensive, even by the standards of 
Indian restaurants. One reason is 


that everything is served a la 
carte: dinners brought only a 
salad and a side order of yellow 
pilaf. But the appetizers, side 


dishes, and breads are also priced 
pretty low. 

For example, the 
three-cornered potato turnovers, 
cost only $1.25 for two pieces. 
They were filled with a bit of 
yogurt, which turned out to be 
very important as it was one of 
the few cooling dishes on a 
steadily hot menu. Kebabish of 
Lahore featured few real 
scorchers (watch out for the 
vindaloo, of course), but most 


samosa 


things were hotted up for Cam- 
bridge’s July climate. 

Pakoras, the little vegetable 
fritters, seemed sweet as well as 
hot, though it may just have been 
the onions. The little plateful 
provided plenty of crunch, 
though I missed the interesting 
dipping sauces provided by In- 
dian restaurants. Ask for chutney, 
and what comes is a kind of hot 
onion chutney that resembles the 
salsa served in chain Mexican 
restaurants. No help. 

Another starter was soup, such 
as the “traditional yakhni”’ 
($1.50), another great title for a 
novel. It was, in fact, traditional 
Jewish chicken soup, plus spices 
(even a bit of fennel) and the 
earthy-tasting Indian rice. 

But why not go straight to the 
skewers by having some chicken 
tikka, the first of several 
outstanding kebabs? What makes 
an outstanding kebab? First of all, 
a flavor of the grill — whether 
from charcoal or spice alchemy, | 
cannot say. Second, an outstand- 
ing kebab is tender down to the 
last chunk. Contrary to public 
belief, marinating makes this 
trickier, because marinated meat 
cooks quickly and can dry out. 
Not at Kebabish of Lahore, how- 
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ever. Here the marination, in a 
third miracle of kebably per- 
fection, added layers of flavor to 
the primal flavors of fire and 
flesh. 

Or go to the core of the matter, 
to the lamb shashlik ($4.95), the 
Empire Star of kebabs, the Dark 
Crystal of shashliks, the seventh 
wonder of the world of 
brochettes. There were two 
skewers; six pieces each. Grill 
flavor — ideal. Tenderness — 
Olympian. Flavor — initially that 
of sweet spice, then hot, yet 
lamb-enhancing throughout. 

Some of aura sur 
rounded chicken jalfrezi ($3.95) 
Each chunk of chicken tasted 
grilled like a perfect kebab, 
though the chicken was, in fact, 
stir-fried with lettuce and 
tomatoes. You've got it: it tasted 
like broiled salad, and every bite 
was exquisite. 

Our only dull dish was beef 
karahi ($5.95), a dark-sauced cur- 
ry (with tomatoes) in which the 
chunks of meat had been allowed 
to dry out in the Indian manner.

Ginger shrimp ($7.95) was only 
four jumbos, butterflied. They 
were breaded (in lots of hot 
pepper, as any Louisianan would 
prefer) and deep-fried. Not dull, 
but just not a kebab. 

You cannot go really wrong at 
Kebabish, however. Large tables 
end up sharing dishes in the style 
of Chinese restaurants. This is 
encouraged by the tendency for 
appetizers to arrive with — or 
later than — main dishes. | would 
call this reckless service if every 
thing did not go together so well 
It added to the 
mosphere and allowed 


festive at 

me to 
rescue my pepper-scorched 
palate with a bit of soothing 
samosa (an appetizer by trade). 

The salad that came with din 

ner arrived before the entrées 
and thus before most appetizers, 
but right along with traditional 
vakhni. It was a chunky garden 
salad, with a bit of yogurt raita for 
a mild dressing and a bit of 
chutney/salsa for a hot one. The 
other garnish — a pile of pilaf, 
colored yellow — tasted mostly 


like Basmati rice, the earthy, 
nutty long-grain imported from 
India. 

Breads are a la carte, but don’t 
stint on the paratha (75 cents). It 
was a big one the size of a skillet 
pancake and stuffed with sweetly 
spiced meat, rather like a lamejun 
sandwich. Chapati (50 cents) 
were the standard flat-bread, 
whole-wheat cousins to pita, but 
fresher than usual. My next visit, 
I'll order several breads, prebably 
one of the ($2.95) dal dishes for 
bean protein, and maybe a fancy 
pilaf. On second thought, that 
might take up table room from 
the various kebabs. 

There are drinks (the thinned- 
yogurt drink, lassi, was soothing 
with the food), but audacious 
brown-baggers can sneak in beer. 
Our discovery was that substan- 
tial English ale and stout have an 
affinity with this cuisine. We’re 
probably 100 years late in figur- 
ing that out, but better late than 
never. 

Service at Kebabish is. still 
eccentric. I tried ordering dessert 
from a waiter who spoke only 
French (and, presumably, Urdu). 
I got a look at the desserts, but no 
dessert. They didn’t look all that 
great, anyway. Our other waiter 
was enthusiastic and helpful in 
picking dishes and quantities. 

As you may have guessed from 
the prices, this is a simple place, 
with 11 Formica tables, a quarry 
tile floor, and no decorations to 
evoke Lahore or Pakistan. Every 
cent you pay goes into the food. 
[There are dozens of 
improve the atmosphere, but | 
wouldn't trade a single seekh 
kebab for them. 

I am residually curious about 
the weekend specials: haleem, 
nihari, and paya with bong. They 
all cost $3. My only guess is that 
one wouldn't like the paya half so 
well without bong. Heck, I'll just 
go back and order them all. One 


is bound to be a kebab. @

I spent the next two and half 
months in the hospital where the 
neurologist had his office. There 
were two weeks of skull x-rays, 
blood tests, atomic scanning, and 
electroencephalograms (EEGs). 
There was a very painful arterio- 
gram, in which a tube is inserted 
into a vein in the groin. Dye is 
then shot into the tube and, as it 
travels up through the brain, x- 
rays are taken. I also had a 
pneumoencephalogram: air was 
injected into my spine and its 
progress through my brain was 
recorded by an x-ray device. 

After those tests and a 
diagnosis by a team of doctors, | 
was operated on for a cystic 
tumor in my cerebellum. One of 
the doctors told me if the tumor 
hadn’t been removed when it 
was, | would have been dead 
within three months.

It never occurred to me it could 
all happen again. But it did. Three 
vears later | was spending the 
summer in a seaside resort. One 
Saturday night a group of us 
decided to go into the town 
nearby. As a friend drove along a 
narrow highway, I saw a set of 


headlights coming straight 
toward our car. We collided 
head-on. 


Lying on my bed in the hospi- 
tal, | prayed over and over that 
my head was all right. It had this 
horrible balloon-like feeling. The 
doctors felt nothing was wrong, 
but suggested I consult the neu- 
rosurgeon who had performed 
my operation. I flew to Boston 
immediately and saw him. He 
found all my reflexes normal and 
referred me to an ear, nose, and 


throat specialist to check out the 
balloon-like feeling in my head. 
After more tests and x-rays, 
everyone concurred that there 
was no serious problem. 

Three months later I started 
having pains again, but this time 
in the front of my head rather 
than at the top. I began noticing 
other symptoms, too; I thought 
I'd go crazy. Was it another 
tumor? Was it complications from 
the accident? Was it “just nerves” 
this time? 

I saw the neurosurgeon again. 
No change in diagnosis. | saw an 
opthalmologist. No new _ infor- 
mation. I went to a neurologist 
reputed to be the best in New 
York. He found nothing different. 
Not satisfied, | persisted in shut- 
tling to Boston to see other 
doctors. But the diagnosis was 
always the same. Nothing had 
changed. 

A year later, | developed hor- 
rible neck strain. Pain shot down 
my neck and across my shoul- 
ders. Coughing, sneezing, or 
laughing caused me agony, but I 
didn’t associate the neck pain 
with the head pain. It went away, 
then a year later returned worse 
than ever. This time the neck 
strain was accompanied by con- 
stant headaches. It even hurt 
when I lay down. The only way I 
could sleep was if I cradled my 
head in my arms. 

I was referred to an orthopedic 
surgeon in New York who told 
me he thought | was suffering 
from degenerative arthritis 
around the vertebrae in my neck 
where they'd inserted a_ tube 
during my first operation. He told 
me to wear a cervical collar and 
take aspirins. When the pain got 
worse, he suggested I have an 
operation to correct the problem. 

At that, | went home to see the 
neurosurgeon who had operated 
on me to ask his opinion. Since 
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my. operation I’d been seeing him 
every couple of months for a 
checkup, so he was well aware of 
my suffering. The only thing he 
could suggest was cervical trac- 
tion. | bought the apparatus — a 
pulley and weights — and swung 
it over a door. A few times a day I 
tried to stretch my neck with it. I 
can’t describe the pain, but I was 
determined to try anything that 
might help. It didn’t. 

During all this, my looks had 
changed drastically. My right eye 
looked droopy and neither eye 
had any sparkle. My forehead 
had become lined, and the furrow 
between my eyes had grown 
deep. Gazing at myself in the 
mirror, | saw a face etched in 


pain. 
At last I couldn’t stand it 
anymore. | begged my _ neu- 


rosurgeon to do something. “The 
only thing I can suggest,” he said, 
“is that | make an appointment 
for you with the psychiatrist 
down the hall.” 

| found myself in yet another 
waiting room. The psychiatrist 
came out and called me in. On 
the way into his office, | couldn't 
keep my balance and | stumbled 
into a table. The doctor glared at 
me. ‘Didn't you see that table?” 
he snapped. I apologized 
numbly, and he chided, “Please 
just be more careful next time.” 

Of course therapy didn’t help. 
Once again | pleaded with the 
neurosurgeon, and he _ finally 
agreed to admit me to the hospi- 
tal. It was a nightmare. The 
doctors and nurses were in- 
structed I was there at my own 
request and could do most things 
for myself, which I couldn’t. All I 
could do was pace the floor to 
distract myself from the pain. The 
traction apparatus by my bed 
caused me such blinding agony | 
stopped trying to use it. 

One night a nurse gave me a 
shot of something. It killed the 
pain but I had an allergic reaction 
to it. | stayed awake all night 
afraid if | went to sleep | would 
die. At 5 a.m. I called my parents 
to come and take me home. 

There, at least, I was with 
people who cared. The nights 
were the worst. I'd get a couple of 
hours sleep, and then wake to the 
gnawing pains. I couldn’t reach 
my pills without making it worse. 


- 


I didn’t want to turn on the light 
because my parents would know 
1 was awake and suffering. 

When I could bear it no longer, 
I would take the pills. And what 
an assortment I had — aspirins, 
tranquilizers, muscle relaxants, 
strong analgesics. When they 
worked, it was only for a short 
time. I found myself taking more 
and more just to get relief. 
Needless to say, I was groggy all 
the time. Sometimes | was almost 
incoherent. 

One night I passed out. I don’t 
know if it was from the pain or 
from the combination of drugs. | 
don’t even remember what hap- 
pened. As I regained conscious- 
ness, I realized | couldn't speak. | 
was taken to the emergency room 
at the hospital where I’d had my 
first operation and the resident 
on duty examined me. Amazing- 
ly enough, he said nothing was 
wrong and I was sent home. 

The next morning | saw the 
Lincoln-like neurologist. He was 
plainly concerned, and I begged 
him to get to the root of my 
problem. At my insistence, he 
admitted me to the hospital. 
There, after a CAT scan (a 
computerized radiological tech- 
nique that painlessly detects ab- 
normalities in the brain), they 
found that I had severe 
hydrocephalus — a tumor the 
size of a large orange — and that 
two small cysts had grown in 
exactly the same place as the first 
one. 

As soon as | was admitted to 
the hospital, I felt much better — 
physically because the doctor 
prescribed a cortisone-like drug 
that relieved some of the pressure 
on my brain and mentally be- 
cause at long last I was being 
taken seriously. Two operations 
followed. During the first, a tube 
was inserted to drain the excess 
fluid in my head, and during the 
second the tumors were re- 
moved. Unlike my convalescence 
after the operation five years 
earlier (I'd developed meningitis 
and spent two and a half months 
in the hospital), this time my 
recovery was speedy. | was con- 
scious following surgery and 
walking around soon after. In a 
few weeks I was back at home. 
Now I have a CAT scan regularly 
to make sure there is no re- 
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growth. 

Headaches are usually nothing 
more than the result of stress and 
tension, and according to neu- 
rologists, abnormalities of the 
brain are most difficult to 
diagnose. But nobody, not even a 
doctor knows your body better 
than you do. If there’s anything I 
learned from my experiences, it’s 
that you must take responsibility 
for your own health care. Not 
even the best doctor in the world 
can do that for you. O

But, alas, it isn’t so. The 
American chestnut is not the 
European chestnut: it is more 
vulnerable to the blight. Worse, 
the fungus in the United States 
has diversified dramatically since 
1904: at last count, there were 
more than 80 different types of 
the fungus here. Further, not all 
the fungal sexual and asexual 
spores are sympatico, nor is it 
assured that crossing a harmless 

«strain with a more virulent one 
will result in the harmless strain. 
Europe has just been luckier, 
that’s all. 

Still, Grente’s work did cause a 
lot of enthusiasm among US 
researchers. Jaynes, now retired 
from the Connecticut 
Agricultural Experiment Station, 
was a leading American re- 
searcher on the harmless varie- 
ties. But after failing to match 
Grente’s good results, Jaynes’s 
expectations of finding a cure 
dimmed. “Our optimism is a little 
more tempered now than it was. 
When you start out, things look 
simpler,” he says. Not only are 
the American trees and fungi 
different from the European vari- 
eties examined by Grente, but it 
is also uncertain whether the 
harmless strains will spread auto- 
matically in this country, or even 
whether they will have the same 
protective effect that such strains 
did in Europe. Although one 
canker may be successfully 
treated, a tree may later die from 
another growth. The cured 
canker does not house the harm- 
less fungus long enough to pass it 
on. No one knows how the 
nondeadly strain spreads in Eu- 
rope, but some have credited it to 
an improbable Italian ant crawl- 
ing up one tree and down anoth- 
er. 

Field studies at the Connecticut 
station, West Virginia University, 
and Virginia Polytechnic Institute 
are trying to develop cankers that 
would serve as reservoirs for 
harmless fungi. There’s also work 
being done to develop an 
American chestnut that would be 
more receptive to harmless 
strains. 

For all anyone knows, there 
might be a thriving chestnut or 
two somewhere in Massachu- 
setts. But so far no one’s reported 
it. “You find trees growing in 
places you would never suspect,” 
Koeller of the Arboretum says, 
“so | would be very reluctant to 
say there aren’t any more 
chestnuts in Massachusetts. I 
would be very reluctant to say 
that.” 

In fact, there is a slight (very 
slight) chance that such a hidden 
stand of trees in Michigan might 
eventually restore Massachu- 
setts’s chestnuts. It turns out that 
the blight hit Michigan years later 
than it struck the East, and there 
are still native stands in north- 
west Michigan that are either 
unaffected or healed. For years, 
no one had even thought to look 
for native chestnuts in Michigan, 
the common belief being that if 
the trees died in the East then 
they should have died in the 
Midwest. But one day, Jim Comp 
and “a bunch of us old retired 
coots” started finding large, 
healthy trees while hiking. They 
brought in researchers, who are 
cross-breeding and grafting trees 
that have survived the blight. “A

few years ago, you know, they 
told us there weren’t a hundred 
trees left in the world. Think of 
that! Think how amazed we were 
to find one tree, then another, 
then another!” 

But for now, the most anyone 
seems able to do is what the 
Arnold Arboretum is doing. 
“Basically letting them grow and 
hoping for the best,” Koeller says. 
“We don’t have the finances or 
scientific apparatus here to do 
much else for them.” 0

she worked part-time and 
helped raise their children. 
Neither imagined that after less 


than six months of marriage, 
Shawn would begin battering 
Monica and the periodic beatings 
would lead to the brink of 
murder before Shawn got 
counseling from a group called 
Emerge.. 

Emerge was founded in 1977 
by a handful of men who wanted 
to take concrete steps against 
domestic violence. The nonprofit 
organization in Boston’s Copley 
Square became the first counsel- 
ing service in the country formed 
to help men stop beating women. 
Since then, Emerge personnel 
have helped organize batterers’ 
counseling services in other US 
cities. Some of Emerge’s voiun- 
teers — like Shawn — used to 
batter women. 

Shawn first resorted to force 
against Monica when she 
wouldn’t obey him: he had told 
her several times to clean their 
refrigerator, but she hadn't. Sud- 
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denly, he grabbed her, threw her 
to the kitchen floor, and stood 
over her, yelling menacingly un- 
til the job was done. She was 
horrified. He was puzzled. “I 
couldn’t understand why she 
wouldn’t accept my authority. | 
believed it was the man’s job to 
make sure the house ran as it 
should. When asking and then 
yelling didn’t work, I hit her. For 
me, yelling had never been 
wrong. Then it escalated. After a 
while, I decided I could grab and 
shake her by the throat. Later, I 
started knocking her all over the 
place. But I wanted to stop 
because I didn’t like hitting the 
woman I loved. I hoped that this 
time, I had straightened her out. I 
don’t know where I learned 
violence. My dad and mother 
weren't violent.” 

Whatever caused Shawn to 
become a battering husband, his 
rationale for his actions was 
based on two beliefs. First, he 
assumed it was his duty to “make 
sure the house ran... .” Second, 
he believed his mother had ruled 
his childhood home. “I swore,” 
he snorts, “I would never be 
controlled that way by my wife.” 

* * * 

Monica was unprepared for 
Shawn’s violence. “What had | 
gotten myself and my children 
into?” she asks. “I thought I had 
someone to share my life with, 
and here I was married to this 
monster. Then things would get 
better, and I'd pretend the batter- 
ing hadn’t really happened. I'd 
remind myself how gentle he was 
with the children and with 
animals. I liked him as a person 
in addition to loving him. And | 
desperately wanted our marriage 
to work. So I thought if 4’d be 
quiet and go along, everything 
would be all right. But it just got 
harder and harder.” 

Over the next two years, 
Shawn battered Monica a dozen 
times and screamed at her menac- 
ingly about every two weeks. In 
self-defense, she erected emo- 
tional barriers and withdrew 
from him. Sex became _infre- 
quent, and she stayed away from 
home more and more. For 
Shawn, Monica’s attempts to 
keep her distance became anoth- 


er challenge to his authority. “I 
thought, ‘She doesn’t trust me? 
Okay, I'll make her trust me. And 
if it doesn’t work the first time, I'll 
hit her again.’ It’s ludicrous, but 
that’s the way I thought.” 
During their third year of 
marriage, Monica enrolled full- 
time in college. Her goal had 
been a career since the breakup 
of her first marriage left her 
feeling helpless to provide ade- 
quately for herself and her chil- 
dren. That, coupled with Shawn’s 
violence, turned the goal into an 
obsession: “I studied at red lights, 
evenings at home, and at work. I 
shopped between classes. And he 
did the parenting.” Shawn had 
agreed that Monica should study 
full-time. But neither of them had 
realized how demanding college 
and three eight-hour workdays 
would be. Shawn took over many 
of the domestic duties Monica 
had performed. The result was 
increased tension and fighting. 
As their anniversaries passed, 


Monica’s terror and depression’ 


increased — not just from the 
demoralizing beatings she felt 
powerless to stop but also from 
vicious verbal abuse. “I’d put my 
face within an inch of hers and 
vilify her for a half-hour,” says 
Shawn. “I'd leave for 15 minutes, 
get worked up some more, and 
go back and do it again.” 

That, Monica says, was as bad 
as the beatings because it 
destroyed her self-esteem and 
made her petrified of what else 
Shawn might do. “You don’t 
know if he is going to return with 
a knife or what. And you can’t 
leave. You've got kids. You’re 
cornered.” 

“I wanted to get her walls 
down,” Shawn says, “but I never 
did. Not once. Even when | hit 
her.” Monica replies, “I felt if I let 
down, I would commit suicide.” 

Shawn interjects smugly that 
in her place he would never have 
thought about suicide. But his ill- 
considered confidence dissipates 
when Monica says, “You've 
never felt helpless, without any- 
one to turn to and with children 
dependent upon you. You've 
never been terrified by someone 
standing over you, not knowing 
what he might do.” 


Monica pondered another way 
out of her nightmare. “I wanted 
to kill him. I thought about how I 
would do it. But I didn’t want to 
get caught.” 

As their sixth anniversary 
neared, Shawn was “born again.” 
But even his religious renewal 
didn’t stop the abuse. “I was 
praying for her to straighten out,” 
he says. “Maybe it saved her a 
few beatings, but it didn’t stop 
them.” 

Another bleak year passed. 
Monica had become a zombie. 
She went to her job, attended 
college classes, spent time with 
Shawn, her children, friends, and 
relatives — and remembers 
nothing about long stretches of 
time. Monica finished college 
during their seventh year of 
marriage and finally made an 
attempt to control Shawn's vio- 
lence. Years before, she and 
Shawn had paid $50,000 each to 
buy their house. Later — for 
reasons having to do with her 
first marriage — they vested 
ownership of the property solely 
in Monica. When reasons for the 
ownership change ceased, and 
Shawn asked her to have his 
name legally reinstated to the 
deed, Monica refused. Shawn 
begged her, but his attempts at 
persuasion failed. Finally, he 
warned her to get the deed 
changed “or you're going to get 
hurt.” 

Monica went to a lawyer. But 
instead of having the deed rewrit- 
ten, she described how Shawn 
beat her. The attorney, a woman, 
was horrified. She told Monica 
about the emergency restraining 
order she could seek in court if 
the beatings continued. “It was 
hard to tell Shawn I had told the 
lawyer,” Monica says. “But I 
couldn’t take it anymore, and I 
wanted to tell him he had no 
right to do to any human being 
what he was doing to me. I told 
him the property would stay in 
my name and furthermore — if 
he hit me again — I'd go to 
court.” 

Shawn was enraged. “Every 
time I looked at her after that,” he 
says, “I just saw the thief. And 
not only was she conspiring to 
steal my $50,000, but she and the 
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goddamned lawyer had cooked 


up a way to control me. The only 


thing that was keeping her from 
being pounded to a pulp was that 
I didn’t pound people to a pulp. 
The only thing that was saving 
her life was that I didn’t kill 
people.” 

For two months, he weighed 
whether murdering her would be 
worth going to jail. “Then, | 
blew,” he says. “I threw her all 
over the kitchen. It was horrible.” 
When their case came up, the 
judge issued a restraining order. 
He explained it meant Shawn 
must move out and if he went 
near Monica or their house, he 
would be arrested. 

For several weeks, there was 
no contact between the Sullivans. 
Then they talked by phone. 
Later, they met outside their 
home. Finally, they began to 
rendezvous at restaurants. They 
were miserable apart, but Monica 
believed they couldn’t resume 
living together and just hope the 
battering wouldn't recur: they 
decided to get professional help. 
Monica chose an excellent psy- 
chologist, and she gave Shawn 
something a friend had given her 
— the phone number of Emerge. 

Shawn had an interview at the 
organization and agreed to enter 
group counseling. He left the 
interviewer's office feeling smug 
and self-confident. He was play- 
ing the game he had to play, he 
thought, to get Monica back. 

* * * 

One of the men Shawn saw 
when he walked into his first 
Emerge session was Ben Reuben. 
Ben had begun to date Carol 
Kelly two years before, when 
they were in their early 20s. Carol 
and Ben (not their real names) are 
attractive professionals from 
middle-class families. Unlike 
Shawn and Monica, Ben and 
Carol had been battered children, 
and Ben had seen his father beat 
his mother. After Ben began to 
batter Carol, a therapist urged 
him to go to Emerge. For Ben the 
first meeting was the hardest part 
of the Emerge process. He looked 
at Shawn and the othets and de- 
dded they might be wife-beaters, 
but he wasn’t. Batterers, he told 
himself, come from blue-collar 
urban neighborhoods. 

The group leader asked each 
man why he beat his wife. One 
said she didn’t understand him. A 
second said that she didn’t do 
what she was told. A third said 


that his wife deliberately did ° 


things to provoke him. A fourth 
said that he lost control. 

“Why didn’t you kill her?’ the 
counselor asked the fourth man. 

“What?” he stammered, -won- 
dering if he had heard correctly. 

“If you lost control,” the 
counselor asked, ‘why didn’t you 
kill her?” 

“I wouldn't kill my wife,” he 
replied. 

Lesson one, the counselor ex- 
plained, was that the man really 
didn’t lose control, because if he 
had, he would have killed her. 
Another man argued that he had 
lost control after getting drunk. 
The counselor disagreed. Getting 
drunk was an excuse to pretend 


you had no control over your - 


violence, he said. 

The counselor continued de- 
bunking the excuses the men 
used to beat their wives; he 
wouldn't let them shift the blame 
to the women or to twist logic to 
justify the violence. But by the 
end of the first session, Ben’s 
tension had been replaced by 
elation. ‘Here was a place I could 
talk about the violence with 
others and know they would 
understand. And beyond that, it 
was safe to talk about my feel- 
ings, which were something | 
kept hidden.” 

Ben had begun hiding his 
feelings as a child when told it 
was a sign of weakness to show 
them. Making threats or becom- 
ing violent were the only ways he 
knew to express emotional pain, 
sadness, or fear. Ben and the 
others in his group had no close 
friends and were lonely, and 
almost every group member ad- 


mitted he was fearful of his need 
for the woman he loved. 

After only a couple of meet- 
ings, a bond began forming 
among the men. They started 
phoning one another to ask for or 
give support and to talk about 
how to use what they were 
learning. As time passed, they 
were shown how to recognize the 
changes they went through 
before they attacked their wives. 
Part of that learning process was 
pinpointing what their thoughts 
were just before they got violent. 
Shawn said the reasons he had 
used to justify hitting Monica 
“sounded ridiculous” when other 
men mouthed them. “But I still 
was thinking none of these guys 
had $50,000 of real estate tied up 
by his wife.” 

Meanwhile, Monica’s psychol- 
ogist was helping her sort out her 
life and rebuild her self-esteem. 
Shawn recognized how much she 
was progressing. “But that didn’t 





have a damn thing to do with my 
stopping hitting her.” 

That change came after his 
fifth group session. “We had 
been talking about responsibility 
at the meeting that night. I was 
driving home, when suddenly it 
came to me. I have a choice: | 
could walk away from her or | 
could kill her. | could do anything 
I wanted to do. She doesn’t make 
me angry, and saying my wife 
drove me to hit her was invalid 
She may be worthless for 
argument’s sake, let’s say she is. | 
still have many choices about 
how to deal with that. I can go 
camping. | can go to a whore. | 
can play pinball. And instead, | 
choose to go home and beat her.” 

Returning to the group the next 
week was the hardest part of the 
Emerge process for Shawn. “I no 
longer believed men had to have 
control. Rather than just playing 
a game, I was going to have to 
work on changing myself.” By 





that time, all but one member of 
the group believed battering was 
wrong, Shawn says. The excep 
tion was a firefighter who had 
joined the group several sessions 
after it began. He told the group 
he liked to hurt his wife and 
could feel the release of his anger 
as he inflicted the pain. 

The other men were appalled, 
Shawn says. None was battering 
anymore, but the firefighter 
brought them face-to-face with 
what they so recently had been 
doing. Shawn says the group 
“worked on the firefighter like 
mother hens.” But it proved too 
late to save his marriage — one of 
at least two in the group that 
ended in divorce. 

Ben and Mary were luckier. 
They married while Ben still was 
a client at Emerge. Three mem 
bers of his group attended the 
wedding, and Ben told them that 
if it hadn’t been for them and 
Emerge, he wouldn't have made 


it to the altar. 

Shawn was surprised Emerge 
worked, and he isn’t sure why it 
did. “Maybe part of it was that 
you felt cared about by other 
men. Maybe part was realizing 
it’s not fair to expect your wife to 
be all things wonderful when 
you're not.” Shawn also stopped 
thinking of women primarily in 
sexual terms. As a result, he says, 
“| discovered women = are 
fascinating to have as 
because they have different and 
exciting ideas about things. Most 
men talk too much about football 
and home computers.’ 

Shawn and Ben enlisted 
Emerge volunteers because they 
wanted to help other men stop 
beating their The ex 
perience has enriched their lives 
beyond their expectations. “I’ve 
made money and had a new car 
every year, and it didn’t matter, 
says Shawn. “Helping sick guys 
get a little better is important.’

THE PURPLE 
ALBUM'S POP 
APOCALYPSE

he color purple holds a place of honor 
in Prince’s elaborate self-proclaimed 
myth. Purple is regal: it’s also a 
mixture of two other colors. as 1s 
Prince himself. Purple is the color ofa 
bruise. and of passion. Purple means florid: Purple 
Rain. as his movie and soundtrack album (Warner 
Bros.) are called. is Princely shorthand for 
Armageddon. And of course. the title plays slyly 
on “Purple Haze.” With Purple Rain(one movie 
soundtrack that vou needn’t see the movie to 
appreciate). Prince makes good on the Jimi 
Hendrix comparisons that have dogged him since 
his uproarious 1980 punk-funk breakthrough. 
Dirty Mind: in fact. he throws down a challenge to 
the memory of Hendrix with the most uninhibited

guitar plaving he’s ever recorded. Spiked with car- 
splitting ax attacks. Purple Rainis an unbridled 
black-light-and-hash-pipe album. complete with 
psychedelic backwards vocals and a flower-power 
cover — and never mind that Prince is too young 
to have spent the Summer of Love doing much 
more than making mud pies in his moms back 
vard in Minneapolis. 

Like Hendrix and Sly Stone 15 vears ago. Prince 
is now the dazzling black renegade who awes white 
rock fans even as he stirs their fears.

Prince arrived on the scene armed with 
his own rules and an inexhaustible supply of cool

The goodbye girl 


Sally’s Gone but not torgotten

hen PBS broadcast the 1973 documentary An 
American Family, the  upper-middle-class

government was. striking, and both media events 
planted seeds in) pop consciousness that are still 
flowering: nobody trusts the country’s stewards, and 
dynastic family dramas set in the West still sweep the 
ratings. Unfortunately, plays about the tragic side of 
white upper-middle-class lite tend to be more laborious 

there’s a lazy Susan of theatrical ennui among the 
spartan place settings in A.R. Gurney’s Dining Room, 
and triteness vawns between the missed connections in 
such brooding exercises as Marsha Norman’s Traveler in 
the Dark. By contrast, Russell Davis’s new Sally's Gone 
She Left Her Name is a stunning drama about a 
commonplace suburban tribe, the Deckers, a family 





that’s quietly imploding. Cynthia (Katharine Houghton) 
has raised her childen, college-bound Sally and 14-year- 
old Chris, to the brink of independence; but just when 
she should be settling into the prime of middle age, she 
grows strangely distant — lost and weightless in the 
gleaming white Formica of her space-age kitchen. 
Husband Henry (William Andrews) isn’t much help — 
the grooves of marriage and child rearing are too deeply 
engraved for him to improvise a cure for his wife’s 
catatonia. Daughter Sally (Caris Corfman) is the most 
vocal about her mother’s condition, and though the 
Deckers’ trauma eventually ricochets off every facet of 
the family, it is her point of view that hits hardest. 

As Sally’s Gone begins, Cynthia is preparing Satur- 
day-morning breakfast for her family — and com- 
municating with them by telephone, though you can 
hear husband Henry stumbling over ‘Chris’s lacrosse 
stick in the very next room. Sally breezes over to the 
counter for a cordless encounter. ‘Mom, you don't listen 
anymore. You never speak up,” the daughter complains, 
clipping her fingernails into the sink. Cynthia barely 
looks at her offspring, instead telling her to call her 
father and patiently spooning more Smucker’s over the 
toast. This is homely, familiar stuff, and it’s comforting; 
it could be Father Knows Best. Domestic argument, after 
all, is a classic base for funny business — in a family, 
everyone is a character. But Davis has more on his mind 
than cheap — or Cheever — shots. So does Sally, an 
adolescent just emerging from the awkward stage. Caris 
Corfman has a wide, guileless face, and her Sally slaps 
happily about the house in thongs, a solid earthy girl 
next to her ethereal parent. Still hopeful, the girl presents 
Cynthia with notepads and magic markers and little 
magnetic refrigerator daisies, so mom can _ leave 
messages for the family once again. Again? Why did she 
stop? And are we talking messages like “Help” or 
messages like “Pick up some bread at the corner store’? 

At last roused (at least temporarily) from her torpor, 
Cynthia is appraising the odd little gifts when Henry 
strides in. Immediately, she is all automatic concern, 
pointing out her husband’s place and offering him 
coffee; and soon the couple’s standard tape of conversa 
tion topics is running. Sally is shortly off to college, and 
whether she'll go to art school in New York or will stay 
home is just as pressing a subject as, for example, where 
Henry's green shirt has gotten to, or why he can’t ever 
find the scissors or the folding chair. “At work, I’m an 
intelligent man,” he blusters, and we laugh — the 
incompetent dad is a joke familiar to nearly every child 
of the baby boom, or the Norman Lear generation. 

Still, the Louds hover over the Deckers as surely as the 
\ndersons and the Cleavers do. In the middle of Henry's 
tirade, Cynthia shoots him a warm look and remarks, “‘ 
always wanted to buy you lederhosen.” And_ her 
spaciness is discomforting because we can’t tell whether 
it’s for real or just more drollery. Henry is spooked by 
this outburst, but he takes her into his arms and says 
kindly, “You know, sometimes you wake up, baby. You 
remind me of evervthing we used to feel.” But Cynthia is 
off again, now recounting a dream about being enclosed 
in a television on a trip through Pakistan, now turning 
into an anchorwomarand reading the news — in Sally's 
voice. This series of images turns out to be one of the 
hooks on which the drama of Sally's Gone is hung — the 
mother wants to consume the child with the same fervor 
with which she protected the child. Eventually, we find 
out that Cynthia has been injured in an automobile 
accident — which explains why costumer David Murin 
has dressed her in flouncy-feminine suburban-gothic 
dressing gowns — inspired and creepy conceptions. Even 
so, there’s more of the emergent Stepford wife than the

he excruciating double bill at the Tufts Arena 

Theater comprises two duets about love — our 

need for it and the difficulties we have in giving 
and getting it. Neither play adds anything startling to the 
literature; each treads familiar ground, though one 
clumps and the other shambles. And we can be forgiven 
the suspicion that the actors, despite their characters’ 
agonies, are having a much better time than we are. If 
these scripts have any value, it is pedagogical: acting 
students may find in them challenging studio assign- 
ments. But it’s a mistake to invite an audience. 

The curtain raiser is Wendy Kesselman’s I Love You, | 
Love You Not, a stillborn attempt at a mood piece, 
academic to the core. The playwright has contrived a 
central metaphor, symbolic imagery to go with it, a set of 
musical motifs, and symmetrical characterization — all 
without discovering one good reason for showing us, in 
several scenes, a day-long visit between Daisy, a young 
teenager, and her grandmother, called Nana, a Holo- 
caust survivor. Daisy — played by college-age Lila 
Mirochin — is a textbook early adolescent who, in the 
course of a half hour, dutifully exhibits all the classic 
symptoms: intense feelings, self-consciousness and self- 
depreciation, radical mood swings, resistance to authori- 
ty, passionate attachments, filial alienation, vague 


unrest, and a yearning for adventure. She also hates her 
name: it reminds her of the petal-plucking game 
paraphrased in the title. “Il love you, | love you not” does 
describe Daisy’s on/off behavior toward her doting 
grandma, who serves as a refuge from a stormy family 
life. And Nana, for her part, nurses an old hurt — the one 
about the Gentile girlfriend who spurned her — for 
which Daisy is the perfect balm. So, as if painting by the 
numbers, Kesselman designs a stock symbiotic rela- 
tionship and then ... nothing. At Tufts we’re left with 
just one sticky question: why doesn’t Nana, who’s 
presumably been baking goodies all her life, know 
enough to dust her rolling pin with flour? 

This enigma, however, pales next to the puzzle offered 
by William (Extremities) Mastrosimone’s The Wool- 
gatherer, a grotesque hybrid of Sam Shepard (without 
the vitality), David Mamet (without the linguistic 
authenticity), and Woody Allen (without the ironic 
detachment). A lonely, loony five-and-dime salesgirl 
invites a trucker up to her room, and each subjects the 
other to a form of emotional evasion. Cliff is a walking 
index of glib one-liners (“You remind me of somebody | 
never knew”) and slick retorts (to “Don’t you get 
scared?” he responds, “Oh, hey, I keep a change of 
underwear in the glove compartment”). Occasionally a 
stab at poignancy breaks through his chatty armor: “You 
love something that ain’t there, pretty soon you hate 
what is there, and that’s hell.” But is it parody, this film- 
noir argot, or is it sincere? The author’s tone, an 
unappealing clash of bathos with black humor, offers no 
clue, and neither does Dean Harrison, whose Cliff is too 
busy keeping up with his cues even to vary his chirpy, 
rapid-fire delivery, much less to orchestrate a few 
feelings. 

It’s hard to blame him: Rose is no ordinary neurotic 


but an arbitrarily bizarre psychopuppet seemingly 
manipulated by a demented eight-year-old. First off, she 
talks bad (‘‘It was froze in ice’) so we'll know she’s lower 
class — as if that would account for her implausible 
naiveté. When fighting off Cliff's advances she’s soap- 
opera lucid one moment (“Everybody wants to touch 
and say nice things; then you never see them no more’) 
and hysterical the next. Through it all Meg Carley 
mostly whines coyly and begs us to suspend just a little 
more disbelief, but any sympathetic inclination we may 
feel evaporates when the stressed damsel announces 
that, on top of everything else, she’s a hemophiliac. 
Finally a recent trauma surfaces: on one of her regular 
visits to the zoo, Rose reveals, she watched helplessly as 
some teenage thugs stoned to death her favorite 
attractions, four of the last seven survivors of a species of 
crane. (Bird bashing is the play’s most recurrent motif.) 
After an act’s worth of Rose’s antics, Cliff decides he'll 
never get in, so to speak, so he might as well get out. As 
he leaves, she asks for his sweater, which he 
unaccountably gives her. 

An hour later, on the turnpike, Cliff has second 
thoughts; he turns his rig around and heads back to 
Rose’s for act two. She’s in bed wearing his sweater, 
writhing sensually, and fantasizing an affair with him. 
Since she takes a long time to answer his knock, he 
imagines she’s got another guy stashed in the closet, 
which she guards with suspicious zeal. He rips open the 
door and discovers her ultimate secret: a rackful of men’s 
sweaters. She’s a, yup, woolgatherer. Now it’s Cliff's 
turn to flip out. Screaming, he flings the sweaters at her, 
causing her to flash back, according to elementary 
psychiatric principles, to the crane massacre. It’s his big 
chance: if only he can get her to understand that though 
four cranes are dead, three of the rare birds remain, his 
return trip won't have been wasted. And sure enough, 
the power of arithmetic reasoning cracks another tough 
psyche. Rose perceives that life will go on; cranes will 
multiply, and so will loons. Cliff carries his sweater girl 
to bed, leaving us, again, with only one question. Why is 
Tufts pulling the Woolgatherer over our eyes? O

o judge by Traveler Without Luggage (Le 
voyageur sans bagage), Jean Anouilh should have 
spelled his last name Ennui. Certainly the 
styleless Harvard-Radcliffe Summer Theatre production 
leaves one gasping for relief — whether or not it’s 
spelled R-o-l-a-i-d-s. Anouilh, an illustrious if not a great 
dramatist, has written better plays than this 1936 “piéce 
noire,” which was his first commercial success. And the 
HRST, a bumptious ensemble not without talent, would 
perhaps fare better with a less difficult drama. (Its last 
offering was Wedekind’s Spring’s Awakening, which is 
about the eruption of adolescent sexuality — an apter 
choice for actors whose adolescence is not such ancient 
history.) Traveler, which reflects its author's acute 
admiration for Pirandello, is nonetheless mired in 
French familial, social, and stage mores of its time. It has 
one foot in realism, the other in surrealism; and when it 
tries to move it trips into an absurdity from which the 
young actors, posturing in their ascots and spit curls

They fervently believe him to be their 
own Jacques, who, it turns out, was irreclaimable long 
before he was lost. 

Just as Pirandello’s six characters, abandoned by their 
author, are locked into a history lurid, tragic, and 
without resolution, so Gaston must, it seems, reenter the 
sordid cell of his past — when he has imagined it a rose 
garden. Or must he? The question is whether the 
amnesiac is the self he has created since being separated 
from his mnemonic suitcases, the self he was before, or 
both. It’s an interesting quandary, to be sure, and 
Traveler Without Luggage is not without suspense of a 
philosophic sort: it’s not so much a whodunit as a 
whoizzy. Still, the despicable details of Jacques’s 
childhood and teenage years, dotingly if tensely 
revealed as if they were faded photographs in some 
sadomasochistic baby book, are cumulatively hilarious 
How can we take seriously a play in which a man and 
his memory are blind-dated by having the family butler, 
all unctuousness and tails, surround the sleeping 
amnesiac with the stuffed and mounted corpses of small 
animals it was his boyhood pleasure to trap and 
slaughter? Really, if this Jacques hadn’t managed 
somehow to assassinate his own character, as he did the 
little squirrels and ferrets, he’d have grown up to be 
Caligula. 

Poor Gaston, having dreamed of a past as tranquil as 
his manufactured personality, begs to hear of boyhood 
chums; instead, he’s told of Jacques’s having pushed one 
downstairs and left the lad permanently paralyzed. He 
vearns to be reacquainted with the flutters of first love; 
he’s confronted by a perky maid and his brother's wife, 
both of whom Jacques seduced. He longs to run his 
unremembering fingers across old, beloved toys, but the 
trunks are full of childish weapons. ‘What, no Teddy?” 
he cries, flailing through the collection of knives and 
rifles and scientific paraphernalia (at HRST some of it, 
such as the empty Wild Turkey bottle, is truly 
inexplicable). 

In the play’s most intriguing scene, the gentle, 
bewildered Gaston tentatively approaches the woman 
who may be his mother, only to hear that Jacques and 
she feuded bitterly. And the amnesiac seems here to 
become Jacques — accusing the mother, refusing to 
forgive her. One is reminded of Israel Horovitz’s 
Wakefield plays, in which the celebrated outsider 
returns again and again to the swamp of the past, there 
to sink in old quarrels as if they were quicksand. But 
Horovitz writes for a theater steeped in the influence of 
Samuel Beckett; Anouilh, who in 1936 had 20 years to 
wait for Godot, dances toward symbolism but is 
awkwardly locked into the two-step of a literal theater. 

This awkwardness is mirrored in Holly Swartz’s 
production, which imposes on the 48-year-old play 
experimental techniques that have gone from birth to 
senility in the years since it was written. The set, 
designed by Stephen O'Donnell, is meant to represent 
the interior of Gaston’s mind — and evidently he’s

Julio Cortazar does it with mirrors

44 tter the age of fifty,” wrote 
Julio Cortazar in’ his) last 
book, “we begin to die little 


by litthe in the deaths of others. The great 
magt the shamans of our vouth, suc 

cessively go off.” LE don't know that we 
have to be 40, or 40, or any great age at all 
to experience this dving by proxy. When 
I heard this February that Cortazar had 
died ina Paris hospital some little part ot 
me turned toash. He had been one of the 
shamans of my vouth, ves, but there was 
something more: had come to believe in 
the legend of his permanent vouthful 

ness. The photographs were part of it 
even in his late 60s, Cortazar had the face 
and look of a man in his 30s. 1 was 
convinced he had a seeret. He knew 
something about mirrors and reversible 
stairs and the abracadabra that can make 
time flow backward. Somewhere inside 
the alphabet he had come upon the 
spring of vouth. Then Lopened the paper. 
I saw that the man in the picture was 
wearing a grav vest of column inches. 

Born in Brussels, in 1914, Cortazar was 
taken to Buenos Aires by his Argentine 
parents when he was four. The numer 
ology of his lite — and Cortazar was a 
writer very much interested in numbers 
and coincidences — works out pertectly: 
he lived for 33 vears in Argentina and 33 
in Paris. The symmetry would have 
pleased him, as would the march of 
threes. Perhaps these thoughts ran 
through his mind when he knew that the 
end was near. 

The Argentina period represents Cor- 
tazar’s long apprenticeship; by his own 
account, he spent vears and vears just 
reading and honing his craft. In the ‘40s 
he published only a small volume of 
sonnets and ai highly polished and 
abstract series of dialogues onthe Cretan 
Minotaur (neither has been translated). 
Then, in 1951, the vear of his self-exile to 
Paris, he released Bestiario, the first of his 
many luminous story collections. The 
fruit of his patience is a maturity and 
consistency — a number of the Bestiario 
stories are collected in End of the Game 
(Harper & Row, $6.95 paper) — almost 
never witnessed in a début collection. 
Even Borges claimed to be enchanted, 
though this was perhaps less an honor 
than one might suppose: the stories were 
very much influenced by the old master’s 
conceptions. 

Cortazar was, from the first, de- 
termined to subvert our customary ex- 
pectations of reality. These stories wear 
the guise of fantasy — the narrator of 
“Axolotl” stares at an amphibian in an 
aquarium with such intensity that their 
identities are finally reversed; the pho- 
tographer in “Blow-Up” finds that the 


shapes and figures) in) a_ particular 
enlargement are anything, but frozen — 
but behind the mask is) a- serious 
questioning of our ideas of order. Like 
Borges, or Poe, Cortazar was fascinated 
by the liminal — by. strange con- 
vergences of events, by the permeable 
boundaries between psvches. He de- 
voted himself to unstitching the seam 
between anarchic reality and the tabric of 
reasonable explanation that we so 
caretully stretch over it. 

Entering Cortazars world, we leave 
behind our ordinary time perceptions. 
Sequence and succession, the lock step of 
ticking seconds — these have almost no 
place in the fiction. The time ot a glance 
or a caress is elastic: the psvehe dilates 
and opens onto expanses of experience. 
\nd in the face of this experience, the 
sweep of the clock hands is irrelevant, if 
not absurd: 

Think ot this: When thev present 
vou with a watch thev are gifting 
vou with a tiny flowering hell, a 
wreath of roses, a dungeon of air... . 
Thev gitt vou with the job of having 
to wind itevery dav, an obligation to 
wind it. so that it goes on being a 
watch; they gitt vou with the ob- 
session ot looking into jewelry-shop 
windows to check the exact time, 
check the radio announcer, check 
the telephone service.

Death stands there in the back- 
ground, but dont be atraid. Hold the 
watch down with one hand, take the 
stem in two fingers and rotate it 
smoothly. Now another installment 
of time opens, trees spread their 
leaves, boats run races, like a fan 
time continues tilling with itself, and 
trom that burgeon the air, the 
breezes of earth, the shadow of a 
woman, the sweet smell of bread.

Assumptions about identity are like- 
wise undermined. The line between self 
and world is never fixed; it can be shifted 
or erased as the situation requires. A man 
reading a novel loses himself in the 
identity of a killer who is stalking 
through a house to kill a man who is 
reading a novel about a killer ... A 
woman crossing a bridge in a mist 
encounters a doppelganger coming from 
the other direction. And so on. Sum- 
marized like this, the stories may sound 
merely clever. But Cortazar is the most 
artful of storytellers. He knows how to 
set up improbabilities and how to pace 
them so that the reader is always at the 
edge of the possible. 

In 1963, Cortazar published his land- 
mark anti-novel, Hopscotch (Avon, $4.95 


paper). The Winners, his first novel 
(Random House, $8.95 paper), had come 
out three vears before, but its impact had 
been minimal — and these days it reads 
like a dry run tor Hopscotch. Success for 
the latter was instantaneous. Here was a 
book to demolish the myth of Latin 
American provinciality: Cortazar was 
outdoing the modernists at every turn. 
Indeed, the much talked-up “boom” of 
the South American novel began with 


these pages; One Hundred Years of 


Solitude was still gestating. 
Cosmopolitan and daring, Hopscotch 
defies categorization. Chapters and time 
sequences are broken up; we are invited 
to read in whatever order we please (a 
chart is provided for the less adven- 
turous). The result is a remarkable essay 
in the provisionality of narrative and the 
inexhaustibility of telling. Hopscotch 
could be said to represent the application 
of the principles of Cubism to the novel. 
Just as we know that in a Cubist painting 
we are looking at a guitar, a bottle, and a 
table top, so we know that we are reading 
about one Horacio Olveira’s memory 
search for La Maga, the woman, whose 
love he has betrayed and lost. But as we 





assemble and reassemble the planes of 
scenes from Paris and 
Buenos Aires, quotations and jottings, 
Olveira’s complex writerly ruminations 
— we realize that we are also reading a 


narrative — 


tract on the hazards of intellectual 
hypertrophy, a parable about the relativi 
tv of madness and sanity, a treatise on 
the limits of language, and, not least, a 
slow blues for the mind on the theme of 
exile. 

Fragmentation continued to fascinate 
Cortazar. After Hopscotch he published 
a maddening hall-of-mirrors text/novel 
entitled 62: A Model Kit. He was 
attempting a new reading of identity, an 
exploration of the possibility that we 
may, without being aware of it, form part 
of a constellation of other individuals — 
a constellation that, from a_ certain 
detached point of observation, has a life 
of its own. In 62: A Model Kit, the life of 
a network of friends and acquaintences is 
presented without sequence, without 
plot, and without the tensions of nar- 
rative expectancy. It remains Cortazar’s 
least accessible work. 

In his last decade, Cortazar completed 
two story collections and the whimsical, 
sporty prose of A Certain Lucas (Knopf, 
$12.95; translated by Gregory Rabassa). 
A Change of Light and We Love Glenda 
So Much have now been combined as a 
compendious paperback in the new 
Aventura series (Random House, $8.95; 
translated by Gregory Rabassa); the two 
fit together perfectly. On the strength of 
this volume alone, Cortazar’s place as a 
master of the genre is secure. The vision 
is intense, pure, and utterly singular; the 
Borges influence, still conspicuous in the 
early collections, has beeri absorbed and 
transformed. 

The earlier stories were just a little too 
neat. The reversals were smooth, the 
surfaces refined, and when they ended it 
was with a click. But the open-form 
experiments of Hopscotch and 62: A 
Model Kit obviously influenced Cor- 
tazar’s conception of the short story as 
well. Here are fictions that dare to sustain 
ambiguity, plots that move — in the 
manner of late-period Henry James — 
among innuendoes, that leave in their 
wake the most tantalizing ellipses and 
question marks, 

In “Footsteps in the Footprints,” Jorge 
Fraga sets out to write the biography of 
the elusive poet Claudio Romero. He 
tracks down every scrap of information, 
interviews a legion of relatives and 
associates — he even locates a few 
revealing letters that Romero wrote to his 
mistress. The biography is a coup, and 
Fraga is notified that he has been 
awarded the prestigious National Prize. 
But something starts to nag at him. He 
has an intuition that nis telling is wrong, 
that there is more to the story. He returns 
to interview the daughter of the mistress 
a second time. And it turns out that, ves, 
there is another letter, a most compromis- 
ing document. Fraga demands to see it. 
“While he watched her bending over the 
music case, going through papers, he 
thought that what he knew now he’d 
already known (in a different way, 
perhaps, but he’d known it) the day of

assess it is to begin to confront the 
distinction between standards of ‘‘objec- 
tive” history and purely private expecta- 
tions: any reader who experienced the 
hevday of psychedelia will have some 
vision of what such a history should 
represent. | wanted Charles Perry’s The 
Haight Ashbury: A History (Random 
House, 300 pages, $16.95) to be am- 
bitious, flamboyant, comprehensive, and 
mad, or else as hermetic and perfect as a 
koan or haiku. In fact, it is a modest and 
sympathetic chronology of the exterior 
history of the original hippie slum, from 
the spring of 1965 through the Death of 
Hippie Parade in October of 1967, along 
with a modest final chapter of social 
philosophy and psychology called 
“What Was That?” 

All history is exterior history, of 
course, But in documenting a social scene 
predicated upon the ingestion of mind- 
altering drugs, an era of continual 
synchronicities delighting and appalling 
thousands of teeming brains, such a 
chronology must seem rather tame. In 


aight 


general, Perry, an editor at Rolling Stone, 
has turned to advantage his modest 
ambitions and constrictions of method. 
His rarely unsober prose has the virtue of 
uncloving professionalism. And he’s 
found a tone informal enough to advert 
to the argot of the times without 
succumbing to the temptations of psych- 
edelic rhetoric. 

His day-by-day format (at times we 
even know what bands and happenings 
were competing or coexisting on a 
particular night) is not designed to 
portray less quotidian or less news- 
worthy developments, but he uses this 
up-to-the-minute approach to good ef- 
fect. Simultaneous local events of all 
kinds — political, social, musical, phar- 
macological — are patched together with 
a fair sampling of the national news from 
that troubled time: the race riots, busts, 
deaths, and record releases that sent 
shock waves through the Haight com- 
munity, along with others. There are also 
plenty of those “things that don’t even 
have a name yet” that the Jefferson 
Airplane sang about. 

Perry is most successful in describing 
the interplay among the different politi-

go — big ego — is as essential to

The baseball world has always preferred 
its heroes to be modest mumblers, Lou 
Gehrig being the ultimate (and oft-cited) 
exemplar.

An understanding of this basic psycho- 
logical truth is essential for any apprecia- 
tion of the recent autobiographies of two 
of the less quiet baseball personalities of 
our time, Bill Lee and Reggie Jackson. 
Readers who believe that Lee and 
Jackson are a couple of self-centered 
motormouths with a pathological lust for

center stage will find ample justification 
for their views in these two books. In 
Jackson's, a collaborative effort with 
New York Daily News columnist Mike 
Lupica, it shows up on the title page, 
which announces that vou have lucked 
into Reggie: The Autobiography, and in 
the dedication to (among others) “my 
biggest supporter — God.” In Lee’s (with 
Dick Lally) The Wrong Stutt, vou have to 
delve a bit deeper for the first outrageous 
bit of self-absorption — page 8, to be 
exact: “If | had gotten) my sexual 
aggression out of the way earlier, I'd 
never have made it as a ballplaver.” 
Although such hoots pepper these 
volumes, they don’t dominate them. 
Reggie and Stuff are successful sports 
autobiographies (a genre with a very low 
success rate) because they not only give 
us a sense of what made these men good 
(in Jackson's case, great) baseball plavers 
but also tell us what thev’re like, and in 
particular how their unbridled person 
alities helped create their successes. For 
all the modern trappings (money, sex, 
drugs, New York Post headlines), Lee 





spectrum of possibility. The Diggers, 
formed from a nucleus of theater people, 
maintained a_ rigorously anarchistic, 
nonaligned activism that was opposed to 
the basically conservative quietism of the 
contemplative dropout dopester and to 
the more formulaic radicalism of the 
Berkeley left.

Perry acknowledges several dozen 
interviewees, but much of his narrative is 
drawn from the contemporary media — 
the underground newspapers, leaflets, 
posters, record albums, and radio sta- 
tions that let people know what was in 
the air. Although the struggles of Haight 
residents to sustain their vision are at 
times poignant, Perry never basks in 
nostalgia. In fact, it is to his credit that his 
description of the Haight’s decline into

speed-and-street-crime desuetude is as 
levelheaded as his account of the hopes 
of 1966-67. What replaces nostalgia in 
the summary chapter, however, is socio] 

ogy, and though Perry's sympathy as a 
participant/observer keeps him from 
being reductive, he is also not particular 

ly illuminating. And if the evenness of 
his tone prevents him from making too 
many claims for this most evanescent of 
movements, it also restricts what he’s 
able to convey — there is little here of the 
stoned sense of a journey bevond refer- 
ence points that made the Haight such a 
compelling trip. 

The illustrations are another disap- 
pointment. Aside from the evocative 
“trippy” portraits of Timothy Leary and 
Stewart Brand, they add little. Since 
Perry goes into such detail about the 
appearance of the Oracle, Haight 
Ashbury’s own newspaper, | felt cheated 
at not being able to look at some 
reproductions. But you can provide your 
own telling photographic commentary 
by comparing “The author at home, 
1967” — complete with peaceful smile, 
candles, poster and companionship — 
with the book-jacket portrait of the 
author. It’s not the loss of hair, the gain of 
weight, the tie, or the designer pillows so 
much as it is the haunted look in Perry's 
1984 visage that tells us how great a 
distance we traverse when we. ask,

and Jackson are curiously old-tashioned 
guvs bound by a respect for their craft 
and their fellow plavers.

he arms race is making a come 

back these days in| more ways 

than one 20 vears after Dr 
Strangelove, it has once again turned into 
todder for big-budget movie satire. But 
today’s directors have vet to get a handle 
on their subject: if the new arms-race 
comedies have any thing In comMON, Its 
that thev’re as out-of-control and as 
wearvingly overblown as the Reagan 
detense budget. Like last vear’s artillery 
bonanza, the Chevy Chase/Sigourne, 
Weaver Deal of the Century, Best De 
fense is a noisy, hit-'em-over-the-head 
farce about a secret weapon that every 
one wants but no one can quite figure out 
what to do with. Dudley Moore plays a 
lowly engineer whose brilliant plan tor 
the DYP (pronounced | “dip’) gyro, a 
crucial component in the all-new XM- 10 
Annihilator Tank, stirs things up at his 
arms contract company. There’s just one 
little problem: the DYP gyro isn't really 
Dudlev’s. It was slipped to him by an 
egghead scientist from a rival company 
and now a psychotic agent freelancing 
tor the KGB will do anvthing to get it. Oh 


there's another hitch: the DYP gyro may 
be defective merchandise, which means 
that the young American lieutenant 
(Etddie Murphy) who's been chosen to 
demonstrate the Annihilator Tank — and 
who has driven the weapon into the 
middle of a war between Irag and Kuwait 
may explode at any second. 

It this chaotic scenario sounds just a 
wee bit tiresome, believe me, it is. But the 
filmmaking team of  writer/producer 
Gloria Katz and writer/director Willard 
Huvek (their previous collaborations 
include the seripts for American Gratitti 
and Indiana Jones and the Temple ot 
Doom) would probably detend it as 
being fearlessly true to its subject. “Don't 
vou see?” they'd say. “It’s the arms race! 
It's wild, it’s a circus, it's a crazy 
competitive game and the punch line 
Is, Nobody's winning.” Well, mavbe so, 
but vou can't satirize the recklessness of 
the American arms industry simply by 
free-for-all and then 
turning vour) movie into Weapons 
\cademy. What's dispiriting about Best 
Detense is that the filmmakers are so

thoughtlessly eager to plunge into nucle 

ar-age “absurdity” that they've bypassed 
any teelings of dread or peril. The mania 
for bigger and better weapons in. this 
country may, on some level, be farcical, 
but the people who put Best Detense 
together haven't earned the right to call it

It's been reported that Paul McCartney 
and Stevie Wonder recorded “Ebony and 
Ivory” without ever once sitting down 
together in the same studio, and so it is 
with Dudley Moore and Eddie Murphy, 
who manage to costar without appearing 
together in a single scene. The movie cuts 
back and forth between Wylie Cooper, 
Moore’s impish engineer, as he spars 
with his shifty superiors, and Murphy's 
jockish Landry, who sits in the white 
walled interior of his trusty tank and 
wreacks havoc on the desert villages of 
Kuwait. Basically, it’s Moore’s movie, but 
Murphy has about a half hour’s worth of 
scenes, most of which appear to have 
been included to up the rowdiness 
quotient. You've seen it all before: as the 
tank, going haywire, speeds toward a 
small group of turbaned locals, Murphy 
begins velling, “Stop the tank, please!” 
[shot of the rolling tank], “How do vou 
say ‘Get the fuck out of the way’ in 
Arabic?” [tank rolling faster now], “OH 
SHIT!” [kapowie]. At first, Landry is 
suitably apologetic about crashing into 
peasant huts, but by the time he’s 
ordered on a suicide mission against 
those nasty lragis, you can bet that he 
(and the audience) is getting into the 
gung-ho spirit of it all. A savage com- 
ment on the military, perhaps? The irony 
isso thin vou couldn't find a knife to slice 
it with. 

Ihe American scenes go down a little 
easier, if only because Moore, a brilliant 
technician, has the slapstick artist's gift 
for spinning out endless variations on 
ancient set-ups. By now, it must be 
written into Moore’s contract that he has 
to play a philanderer, and here he turns 
his back on his belligerent wife (Kate 
Capshaw, in a thankless role) to screw 


around with leggy Helen Shaver, who 
brings a barely suppressed, Hot Lips 
Houlihan lustiness to her part as Wylie’s 
supervisor. Their courtship consists of 
tossing around weapons jargon as sexual 
metaphor, and though the joke is labored 
— a dimestore reduction of Strangelove 
at best — Moore’s gift for radiating guilty 
pleasure brings it to life. It’s also fun to 
see Wylie square off with the villain 
(David Rasche), a fellow who looks like a 
demented beach bum and whose con 
versation is a hodgepodge of gruesome 
threats and California-mellow clichés. 
Wylie is enlisted to trap this blond bozo, 
and when our hero is simultaneously 
trying to shack up with his mistress, hold 
on to the honor of having “invented” the 
DYP gyro, and save his own hide, the 
movie works up a litle comic steam. 

Of course, what's good here has 
nothing to do with DYP gyros or KGB 
agents; it’s got to do with Dudley Moore 
looking flabbergasted and falling all over 
himself to carry out a botched plan (the 
way he did in the underrated Unfaithful- 
lv Yours). | was grateful for Moore’s 
presence, and yet for most of Best 
Detense, | watched him get swamped by 
the witless blend of caper-movie 
shenanigans and high-tech weapon- 
speak that Huyck and Katz try to palm 
off as satire. 

In the end, the movie couldn’t be 
farther from a Dr. Strangelove. By turn- 
ing the destruction of the world into the 
ultimate black joke, Stanley Kubrick 
shocked people into recognizing how 
numb they'd grown to the nuclear 
threat. By turning arms mania into a 
wacky, meaningless game, the makers 
of Best Defense just pour on the novo- 
caine. C)

he new Australian film Caretul He 

Might Hear You has all the trip

Carrying a big stick 


Billy Higgins enforces the groove 


by Bob Blumenthal 


e sat behind the drums at the 
Willow one midweek evening 
earlier this month, with the 
assertively gleeful visage that earned him 
the nickname Smiling Billy. This was just 
the first of his two nights as special guest 


in the James Williams quartet, yet from 
the opening tune Billy Higgins looked 
and sounded as though he had spent 
several months behind these musicians, 
playing this music. He propelled Bill 
Pierce’s tenor sax solo on “You're My 


Everything” with ringing cymbal-and 
snare patterns, a thick percussive carpet 
under the terse horn lines. When 
Williams entered for the piano spot, 
Higgins switched to brushes, then per- 
sistently stacked rhythmic figures atop 
one another under the leader's octave 
phrases and block chords, building to the 
reintroduction of his drumsticks and an 
astounding half chorus in which he led 
Williams and John Lockwood 
through a quadrupling of the tempo. The 
Sam Jones composition “Seven Minds” 

- an ideal forum for Higgins’s infectious 
swing, as a rhythmic vamp gives way to 
4/4 on the bridge got tricked up 
further as the drummer superimposed a 
laver of straight-ahead time across the 
vamp, then constructed a frame of rim 
shots around Lockwood's solo.

Higgins proved no less effective when 
his own solo turns arrived. Phrases were 
delivered in long breaths, with clearly 
delineated melodic shapes that sug 
gested a less stentorian Max Roach. 
Extended forays in which Higgins kept 
two figures going at once, especially 
those underpinned by dark tom-toms, 
also suggested Ed Blackwell; vet all was 
made completely personal by Higgins’s 
unmistakable sound. It is both honed 
and fuzzy, knife-sharp at the center of 
each stroke vet marked by what amounts 
to a percussive vibrato, and decaving, 
slowly through the momentum of suc 
ceeding beats. From the burnt-umber 
clang of the ride cymbal (upon which 
Higgins sometimes played entire solo 
choruses) to the Latin kick of his rim 
shots, it is a sound that has swung a host 
of jazz giants for more than a quartet 
century. 

Billy Higgins is a classic example of the 
musician taken for granted because of 
the diversity of his own skills. He’s a 
charter member of jazz's freedom wing; 
he worked in the quartet Ornette Cole 
man brought East from California in 
1959, Rather than staving exclusively on 
the outside, he became one of the most 
valuable session plavers in the Blue Note 
stable, a certified master of bop and funk 
as well as new music. He unleashes the 
cvmbal flourishes on Coleman's 
Woman” and combines with Blackwell

Over the vears Higgins has backed a 
wide array of soloists (Sonny Rollins, 
Thelonious Monk, Jackie McLean, and 
Cedar Walton, among others) 
most daring forays are firmly rooted in 
tradition, with the lingering Coleman 
affiliation continuing to mark him as a 
firebrand; this, plus a preference for 
working from a home base rather than 
on the road (first in New York, for the 
last several vears in his native Los 
Angeles) made it easy for many listeners 
to think of Higgins as merely flexible, 
rather than as one of jazz’s premier 
drummers.

Making Monk a habit

two-record anthology of Thelo 
nious Monk compositions as in- 
terpreted by rock, jazz, and 
hybrid musicians, That's the Way I Feel 
Now (A&M) is clearly intended as a jazz 
primer for the casual record buyer. It 
aims to be a painless introduction to 
Monk and deserving jazz performers like 
Steve Lacy, Johnny Griffin, Barry Harris, 
Randy Weston, and Carla Bley, as they 
play on the same LP with familiar rock 
performers like Joe Jackson, Todd Rund- 
gren, Peter Frampton, and Was (Not 
Was). The set is also designed to serve as 
a not-so-gentle reminder that Monk 
needn't be present for his music to be 
performed. This point might seem super- 
fluous, but it should be recalled that the 
only Monk tunes jazz musicians played 
with any regularity before his death, in 
1982, were the handful that Miles Davis 
recorded in the 1950s, and even those 
tunes’ currency owed more to idolatry of 
Miles than to idolatry of Monk. So That's 
the Way I Feel Now (the title reportedly 
was Monk’s working title for the ballad 
that became ‘‘Monk’s Mood”) arrives in 
the stores with noble intentions. But 
judging from the evidence, one has to 
conclude that producer Hal Wilner loves 
Monk’s music not too wisely but too 
well. How else to explain his misguided 





notion that Monk's message is so univer- 
sal even Joe Jackson and Todd Rundgren 
can be trusted to turn in penetrating 
reinterpretations? 

Wilner also produced 1981's Amarcord 
Nino Rota (Hannibal), which featured a 
troupe of jazz musicians and eccentric 
fellow travelers (many of 
appear on The Way I Feel) who took 
Rota’s Fellini scores and tried to conjure 
up the director’s circus surrealism and 
rotting-candyv-apple -sensuality. And

MTV is on 24 hours a day. The programmers do 
slip in oa few clever, apposite clips, intrusive 
residues of talent and imagination that retard the 
flow of stupid pet rock tricks.

For example: on July 17, a monthly series called 
Rock Intluences made its début. An hour-long 
peek at the sources of folk rock, it offered little 
historical overview but plenty of promising music 

besides vintage footage, it advertised R.E.M 
and Roger McGuinn onstage together, as well as 
Band singers Levon Helm, Richard Manuel, and 
Rick Danko and lesser Woodstock lights like Jesse 
Colin Young, John Sebastian, and Richie Havens. 
But the hopscotch presentation of hostess Karla De 
Vito (back to the beer commercials with her) saw 
to it that ennui was never in danger. Snatches of 
music were cut off by inarticulate talking heads 
reminiscing about the badass old days. The full 


length performances we did see were often pitiful 
(Havens got a couple of dreary turns and Manuel 
never opened his mouth). And the scattered 
moments of glory merely raised hopes: McGuinn 
playing lead as R.E.M. leaned into a sweaty few 
seconds of ‘Gloria’; maybe a minute of the newly 
electrified Dylan, at Forest Hills, feeling his way 
through an awesomely crude ““Maggie’s Farm” as 
an unseen Robbie Robertson spun shivery blues 
lines that covered the song with skeins of dread 
and rage. The show closed with R.E.M. backing 
McGuinn on a peppery “So You Wanna Be a Rock 
n’ Roll Star,” but whatever link that gesture might 
have made had long since been broken in the 
slovenly jumble 
Business as usual at MTV. But during the week 
of July 9, when supercool guest VJ Peter Wolf took 
the helm for three hours a day, we got a glimpse of 
an alternate MTV: lively, unpredictable, smartly 
seditious, tunny. Wolf seemed set on reviving the 
deader-than-the-shah concept of an enlightened 
mainstream. He followed the Ronettes with Run 
D.M.C., interjected Laurie Anderson and George 
Clinton between the Stones and the Pretenders, 
got on the good foot behind James Brown, 
Malcolm McLaren, Marvin Gaye, and X. He 
kibitzed with pals between clips, sang a little 
C&W, had some special guests (Afrika Bambaataa, 
Sid Bernstein, and Tiny Tim) drop by the studio. 
The boosterism and the playlist fell away under 
Peter's hip regime. Don’t worry, though: 
advertisers still prefer one nation under a stupor. 
And here’s Quiet Riot’s latest . . .

BONNIE HAYES: 
THE GIRL CAN’T HELP IT 





onnie Hayes is a full-grown woman who 

likes to refer to herself as a girl. Although 

this habit has been diagnosed as a warning 
signal of unbearable cuteness, Hayes is wryly 
devious: if she aligns herself with the youthful 
hedonism that male rockers have championed 
since pompadour immemorial, it’s because she 
understands that “girls” can get away with more 
than “women,” even if it’s simply the chance to 
make their own mistakes. On her new EP with the 
Wild Combo, Brave New Girl (Bondage), the 
spunky singer and keyboardist claims the most 
extreme romanticism (including madness and 
excess) as validation for girls who just want to 
have fun. And when she’s prodded by the fire 
striking guitars of “Brave New Girl” and “Wild 
Heart,” she turns her higher amorality into an 
anthem her declaration of independence not 
just for the young and the restless but specifically 
for girls who are young and restless and ridiculed. 
No wonder that on Brave New Girl's cover Haves 
wraps herself, however tentatively, in the Stars 
and Stripes and shouts, “America | sing of thee/I 
like to live in the home of the free/There’s nothing 
wrong with me.” 

On her Slash début album, Good Clean Fun, 
whose well-turned rock commonplaces and back- 
seat humor sound even more refreshing two years 
later, Hayes flung out the defiant complaint 
‘They've got a name for girls like me” with 
bouncy, parodic shrillness and counseled a pal not 
to let herself get put down by her boyfriend 
(‘Shelley's Boyfriend”). On Brave New Girl, she’s 
still shrugging off the catcalls. She sings a 
sparkling homage, “Maria,” to a friend/mentor 
whom she describes proudly as “pushed back by 
nobody.” Unlike rock women who take their 
mobility for granted (or those rock mannequins 
who take their retrogression for granted), Hayes 
always works at that crucial, almost teenage, point 
of simple assertion: she acts out her insolence 
rather than assuming it as a fact. 

Hayes and the Wild Combo share a hardheaded 
taste for basic arrangements. Just as her home 
truths are lived-through instead of cribbed, her 
band’s twists on the old set-up of two guitars, bass, 
drums, and keyboards have the freshness and 
athleticism of riffs being thought up on the spot — 
whether theyre new or not. Indeed, Hayes’s 
always-incipient feminism (though she'd never 
call it that — too stuffy) and the way her band’s 
raving guitars are lightened by her mobile electric 
piano harkens back to the prepunk mainstream 
Kevins never 
Daviss ringing guitar comments (this aint no 
DOR, barfly). And Hayes’s keyboards are apt to 
sneak in a rich, jazzy chord or veer off toward 
it's the sound of a

dissonance beneath the din 
sweet brat tugging at your sleeve for attention at a 
crowded party. On the EP’s most. startling 
number, “After Hours,” her piano takes over 
laving down some smoky, halting chords that 
might drift out of a saloon door deep into the 
night. With her voice slowed and showing off its 
reedy highs and smooth swoops, Hayes revels not 
just in the rebellious kick of staying out until sun- 
up but in the mysterious joys of making love after 


dark — as if eroticism were the purest act of 
rebellion. When she embraces her lover — and the 
world — in order to transcend the world, you'd 


swear that Bonnie Hayes had succeeded in 
remaining both woman and girl

Revolution (usually he plays all the in 
struments on his records; here, the band 
backs him on six of the nine tracks). A 
mixed-race and -sex quintet gussied up 
in lingerie, leather, and lace gloves, the 
Revolution kevboardists Lisa Cole 
man and Matt Fink, guitarist Wendy 
(she replaced Dez Dickerson, who left to 
go solo), bassist Brown Mark, and drum 
mer Bobby Z. embody the “white, 
black, Puerto Rican” coalition Prince 
celebrated on Dirty Mind. And_ their 
pansexual posturing makes them the 
“New Breed” their leader glorified on 
Controversy. On stage and in videos, the 
Revolution look and sound like the 
model of a happy commune — and a 
highly disciplined one. 

But then, it’s hard to resist a pied piper 
who blows tunes as_ luxuriously 
hedonistic as ‘I Want To Be Your Lover,” 
“Head,” and “Little Red Corvette.” 
Prince’s delirious mongrel music also

made it easier to overlook at least part of 
the paranoia and obtuseness of Con 
troversy and the occasional  self-in 
dulgence of his two-record set, 1999. It 
his slinky rhythms don’t justify his fire 
and-brimstone exhortations to party now 
(because the Lord is coming and He/She 
is pissed), that’s because not everyone 
can share this deeply religious man’s joy 
at the prospect of singin’ in the radi 
Oactive rain not everyone, after all 
feels so assured of being on the Eternal 
Guest List. He may open Purple Rain 
with a campy parody of his beliefs, 
preaching, like a TV evangelist, ‘Dearly 
beloved, we are gathered here today to 
get through this thing called life,’” but he 
continues to favor the sometimes fuzzy 
allegory of his last two records over the 


down-to-earth specifics (like the anti- 


racist “Uptown” and the anti-draft “Par- 
ty Up”) that fired Dirty’ Mind. Still, like 
Marvin Gaye and Van Morrison, Prince 
is a man of the spirit who can’t bear to 
swear off the pleasures of the flesh — he 
raises and praises sex to the heavens. 
Purple Rain is his most personal album, 
and yet it’s the one religious doubters can 
believe in most, because it’s taut with the 


jovs and frustrations of reconciling body 
and soul, of balancing good nature and 
bad impulse 

Although Prince may be anticipating 
the dawn of the Afterworld, he’s too 
much of this world to relish the thought 
of spending his Eternal Life alone. 
Searching not just for a partner but fora 
disciple, he seemed to have found one in 
the sultry Vanity, whom he gave a 
singing trio of her own, Vanity 6. But 
Vanity decamped and was replaced in 
the Purple Rain movie by Apollonia 
Kotero — the trio is now called Apollonia 
6. Purple Rain's aching soul ballad, “The 
Beautiful Ones,” sounds like an ode to 
Vanity (“The beautiful ones/They’ll hurt 
you every time”), and Prince sings it in his 
most burnished, pleading falsetto. He 
doesn’t quite mask his despair with 
offhandedness: “If we got married, 
would that be cool?” he asks timidly, 
only to lose control a moment later, 
breaking down in agonized screams 
(“What's it gonna be? Do you want him? 
Do you want me?”). 

The gospelish “Purple Rain” closes the 
album, with Prince's dense, folkish guitar 
work recalling Hendrix's “Angel”; it’s a 





farewell to a lover, and its shower of 
Strings suggests the faith-healing of a 
broken heart. But the song is also an 


apology and a clarification. “I only 
wanted to see you bathing in the purple 
rain ... Let me guide you to the purple 


rain,’ Prince cants, as .if earning his love 
meant converting to his dogma. The 
woman who loves Prince apparently 
doesn’t get to keep much to herself, not 
even her soul; and his acknowledgment 
of his tyranny haunts the shattering 

When Doves Cry,” his starkest and 
surprisingly, biggest-selling 
“When Doves Cry” is a painful ad 
mission that we're only products, or 
victims, of heredity and upbringing; an 
inherited violent temper or the memory 
of bickering parents will intrude upon, 
even mold, such an exalted, private state 
as love. 

Prince mesmerizes us with the clinical 
details of love’s torments, but he also 
tantalizes us with glimpses of love’s 
redemption. “Take Me with U” is a 
radiant duet between Prince and 
Apollonia, all jingle bells, strummed 
acoustic guitar, and curlicues of strings 
that sound like fairy fanfares from a

iven that Albert Magnoli is Purple Rain's 

cowriter/director/editor, you might be sur- 

prised to learn that the movie was his début 
as a feature-film director. “It’s just the way | got used 
to working in school,” he explains. A USC graduate, 
Magnoli made a student film — “Jazz,” a clear- 
headed look at a group of veteran musicians -— that’s 
one of the most acclaimed student shorts in that 
school’s history. The film was stocked with black 
musicians, so you might think he was chosen for 
Purple Rain for that reason (according to Magnoli’s 
fellow USC students, many were surprised after 
screening “Jazz” to discover that he was not black). 
Actually, though the fluidity and dazzle of “Jazz” 
brought Magnoli film offers, Purple Rain was not 
among them. The [Prince project, initiated and 
eventually produced by Prince's manager, Bob 
Cavallo (Magnoli- jokes that there were so many 
Italians on the set it could’ve been a Senate 
subcommittee hearing on gambling), was offered up 
to a number of directors. But according to one source 
connected with the production, all were scared off by 
a problematic script and the film’s milieu — the dark, 
glitz-bravado Minneapolis underworld that Prince 
rules. | was told that the original script was found by 
most to be “too splintered, too interior, too psychotic 
and... too suicidal.” After reading it, I'd describe it as 
a berserk episode of the TV series Fame. 





After seeing Reckless, producer Cavallo became 


convinced that film’s director, James Foley, was his 
candidate. Foley, however, was unconvinced, and the 
script he was shown encouraged him to remain so; he 
thought the project was better suited to Reckless’s 


editor. And that editor — Magnoli — agreed: the 














project seemed thematically lir 
been pitching, with a young man_ 
leave immaturity behind and accept the larger world. 
Magnoli convinced Cavallo that the script had to be 
fixed (diplomatically saying that he simply ‘just 
wouldn't have been able to film it as written’). Even 
so, he had to achieve a look compatible with Prince’s 
primal funk while directing a group of first-time 
actors, including his star. Magnoli was surprised to 
find Prince both flexible and accessible, qualities that 
shaped his radical restructuring of the script. “What | 
had to do was open up the character more. | had to 
keep it sexual; after all, sensuality is pretty much the 
essence of Prince. But at the same time, | wanted to 
show how vulnerable, how pained he could be and 
yet convey that he could easily keep people at arm’s 
length. That no one would be able to get through, but 
that he, Prince, was not unknowable.” 

Then there was the departure of Vanity, cvnosure 
of the auxiliary band Vanity Six — she was being 
seriously considered for one of the leads in Martin 
Scorsese’s The Last Temptation of Christ (the film 
later fell through). Magnoli and Prince auditioned 
many replacement candidates before settling on 
Patty Kotero, a young Latino actress. “I was there 
when we found |Kotero|,” Magnoli says. “Of course, 
we were looking for a certain type: doe eyes, dark and 
all of that. But there was something else about her 
just from her videotape. When | saw that, | knew she 
was what was needed.” He adds. there was concern 
on both his and Prince’s part about her musical 


_ ability: “She met Prince, he took her to the studio and 


he worked with her for an hour or so. Then he came 
back and said, ‘Yeah, | think she'll work.’ ” 

The Minneapolis shooting left the film blanketed 
in ridiculously cold weather. Sub-zero temperatures 
took out electrical equipment for hours at a time, 
forcing the crew to film scenes lit by flashlight. And 
the press, cold-shouldered by a media blackout,

Aw its own heat. Prince, it was said, feared he’d 


upstaged by his funk lieutenant, Morris Day, 
Suave clown and leader of the Time. It was even 
rumored at one point that Warners was stuck with a 
lewd and unreleasable film — that Purple Rain had 
been given an X rating, and that the studio was 
carving hunks out of it to get it safely to a PG. 
Magnoli laughs about the rumors now. “‘! don’t know 
where that X-rating thing came from.... It was like 
this: | was going for an R rating; we shot itas an R. We 
submitted it as one, and in two weeks, we got our R 
rating. Simple as that. The thing with Morris was that 
he was giving a different kind of performance. 
Different from what he originally had in mind and 
different from the original script. | wanted less of a 
clown, and more of a stronger person, someone who 
could be taken seriously as a rival to Prince. 
Otherwise, he'd just be silly. But that didn’t cause any 
problems. Except that Morris wasn’t -sure about 
plaving it at first.” 

All Purple Rain has to do now is remove the stigma 
of the previous release-’em-and-die rock films. One 
wonders whether Prince will feel happy about 
relinquishing the control over his career he normally 
enjoys. Although ostensibly he’s only first among 
equals in his group (his videos show him charged and 
dancing before his perfectly integrated band, whip- 
ping his permanent-assisted pompadour from his 
baby-smooth brow with a deft flick), Prince actually 
does all the writing, singing, and playing on his 
records. And by replacing Vanity with Apollonia and 
renaming the group Apollonia Six, he shows how 
interchangeable — and dispensable — the compo- 
nents of his group are. Prince seems to be relaxing the 
set of his smug jaw — on the Purple Rain soundtrack 
the Revolution actually play behind him. Perhaps 
throwing off his control-freak impulse will work. 
Then again, maybe his Purple Rain bath will only 
give him a run for his mascara. 0 





























Disney though “When 
Doves Cry” is about the inevitability ot 
falling back on destructive habits, it’s 
also a plea to squabbling lovers (and 
perhaps to all God’s squabbling children) 
to consider the balm of harmony. As the 
song's opening burst of lacerating guitar, 
terse drum box, and lone, simple synth 
riff melt into a creamy swirl of voices and 
elegant Casiotone noodling at the end, 
we can feel the appeal of romance when 
doves coo. For all his apocalyptic mysti- 
cism, Prince is a true, proud hippie (he 
called himself one in ‘Let's, Pretend 
We're Married,” from 1999) preaching 
love, peace, and togetherness in a spiffy 
paisley suit. And vet the Armageddon- 
welcoming “Purple Rain” mirrors the 
current generation, which indulges itself 
because it fears it’s doomed tg extinc- 
tion, as vividly as “Purple Haze” stood 
for that older generation — which in- 
dulged itself because it believed itself 
invincible. As for Prince’s peculiar in- 
version of nihilism, well, I'd rather be 
dancing in the dark, looking for that 
spark, than boogving till they nuke. 
After the reservations, though, what re- 
deems Purple Rain is how warmly 
Prince gathers in all the lost tribes of an 
atomized Woodstock nation, how con- 
fidently he reaffirms the idea of rock 
and roll as the music of community, how 
urgently he rekindles burnt-out 
bromides like “try a little tenderness be- 
cause life is short and there’s strength in 
numbers.” He makes us want to party 
like it’s 1969. 0

see. (After all, Prince’s most orgiastic fans 
don’t just want to bathe in purple rain.) 
But a lot of people will feel that this

sexual-redemption version of the coming 


of the Lord is a case of too little, too late. 
For most of Purple Rain, Prince forces his 
fans to swallow self-important drama 
and pompous film making; onlv then 
does he give them a taste of heaven. 

In movies, there is such a thing as 
“honest hype’ — the promotion of a film 
by the press for reasons that have little to 
do with the work at hand; and Purple 
Rain is the latest beneficiary. Already it 
has been hailed as a_ breakthrough 
because Prince himself helped shape the 
movie from its inception, turning it into a 
projection of the sexual evangelism, the 
autobiographical doodling, the wet 
dreams adhd exhibitionistic bravado of his 
music and performing. Co- 
writer/director/editor Albert Magnoli 
(who worked from notes by Prince and 
an early draft by William Blinn; see 
accompanying storv) has molded the 
work to fit the star like one of his lace 
gloves. The setting is the singer’s home 
town, Minneapolis. Half the action un- 
rolls in the club he helped establish, “The 


‘ 





First Avenue and 7th Street Entry,” and 
half in a home dominated by a black 
musician father whose artistic in- 
transigence has driven him from the 
business and whose wild, gnawing 
frustration has led him to beat his white 
wife. In purest hack fashion, this volatile 
material has been structured so that we 
root for Prince, here known as ‘‘the Kid,” 
to overcome personal tragedy and rout 
his competition on stage the same way 
we'd root for Rocky to win in yet another 
ring. The plot comes down to a battle of 
the bands: the Kid and his group, the 
Revolution, strive for musical and sexual 
supremacy — and the devotion of a 
strapping beauty named Apollonia — 
against a rival group  portraved by 
Prince’s colleagues,. Morris Day and the 
Time. (The irony is that we wind up root- 
ing for the uproarious Mr Day.) In the 
wish-fulfillment terms of the movie, 
Prince must come to an understanding of 
his parents, his girlfriend, and himself 
before he can get through to his au- 
dience. About halfway along, despite the 
niggardly patches of performing and the 
jagged, chaotic storytelling, the primitive 
rites-of-passage melodrama finally gains 
some momentum. But the 
cheapens Prince's music instead of deep

What's been impressing people about 
this movie is its “sincerits the blood 
domestic battles, the self-portrait ot 
Prince as a moody narcissist, the gritts 


evnical air of the club scenes. But the 
movie is neither true to life nor true to 
fantasy both the emotionak and 
professional hurdles seem trumped up 
The dramatic necessity of turning Prince 
into a musical underdog (along with the 
tricky flashback editing) ruins the high 
opening number, “Let's Go 
without ever convincing the

Crazy,” 
audience that Prince should transform 
himself in order to break through. (When 
the club manager vells that nobody 
understands his music, the people sitting 


around you in the movie theater vell, 
back, “We like it just fine.) His father ” 


forces a resolution of the family crisis by 
committing suicide, just as Apollonia 
forces a resolution of the romantic crisis 
by collaborating with the rival band — 
and if she gives Prince up when he starts 
to slap her around, even she is wowed by 
his suffering and sensitivity in the end. 
And though Prince spends seven-eighths 
of the movie treating them like lint, two 
female members of his band resolve 
his professional crisis by persuading 
him to change his image and plav a song 
they've written called “Purple Rain.” 
Prince and Magnoli may have wanted to 
produce a paradigm of adolescent 
growth, but thev leave their hero’s 
miasma largely unexplored: they don’t 
illuminate the Kid’s cavalier, paranoid, 
and exploitative treatment of women 
bevond “like father, like son.” Purple 
Rain proves once again that in art as in 
politics, sincerity is the cheapest of 
virtues. 

Of course, there is imagination and wit 
as well as sincerity in Prince’s music, and 
it derives from both his imitativeness and 
his originality. Prince rings a change on 
all those pop/rock stars who've em- 
bodied the sensitive adolescent adrift in 
the street — he’s the sensitive adolescent 
running amok in the master bedroom 
while the parents are away. Sexual 
avidity and precocity combined with 
naiveté represent his emotional stock in 
trade; erotic release as a_ basis for 
universal communication is his social, 
political, and theological platform. As 
Prince spelled out in a long interview 
with Musician magazine, he isn’t just 
upping the ante on his predecessors and 
building on musical tradition; he’s reac- 
ting to fragmented present-day family 
life, in which kids rummage through sex 
guides and apparatus before mom and 
dad think to tell them they weren't 
brought by the stork. His presence is 
sometimes hyperkinetic and sometimes 
dreamy. He arouses his audience as 
much when he lies supine as when he 
shakes his bootie. His lvrics have the 
engaging freshness of fantasies cooked 
up in hours of masturbatory reveries — 
and the silliness, too. 

Little of this underlying content gets 
brought to the surface in Purple Rain, 
which is both too TV-movie “real” and

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too stylized — the lamentable 
union of situation drama and 
Cocteau. Reportedly, the real-life 
Prince shuttled from the home of 
his mom and step-dad to that of 
an aunt, and then to the base- 
ment of a best friend’s family, 
which became the clubhouse for 
his sexual and musical adven 
tures. In the film, the Kid — 
whose full name is surely the 
Misunderstood Kid — is still liv- 
ing at home and listening to bad- 
marriage squabbles beyond the 
wall of his room. That room has 
become a sort of pop shrine, 
tilled with kitsch and fantasy 
artifacts, from models of winged 
horses to pin-ups of sexy 
blondes. 

It's too bad that Prince and 
Maynoli have written themselves 
into a corner, forcing, the star to 
act near-catatonic and morose, 
for when (about 100 minutes in) 
Prince finally cracks a smile, he 
reminded me of what Mailer 
wrote about Marilyn Monroe — 
it’s the “odd air of contidence {he} 
emits — a narcissism about [his] 
potentialities so great it becomes 
a perfumed species of sex appeal, 
as if a magnificent girl has just 
walked into a crowded room and 
declared, ‘I’m far and away the 
most beautiful thing here.” But 
Prince seems to lack “the ex 
quisitely light) relation to the 
dramatic thunders of triumph, 
woe, greed, and calculation” that 
Mailer sees as the mark of the 
great comic artist. The comedic 


gifts here belong to Morris Day, 


and his sidekick, Jerome Benton, 
who are also artists of the put-on. 
Che clown princes of Purple Rain 
(Magnoli is good enough to 
hand them an Abbott and Cos- 
tello routine), they're deliriously 
happy with themselves for pull- 
ing off the pose of rock stars and 
impresarios. They never walk, 
they strut, and even when thes 
perform their hands are never tar 
from their hips. They make a 
braggart’s posture funny — it’s as 
if they were proving that singing 
and dancing, are just the finest, 
sexiest forms of showing off. 
Prince, though, doesn't want 
us to take this movie lightly. 
After all, he has dubbed his 
group the Revolution, and | think 
the combination of erotic euphor 
ia and emotional impasse is 
Meant to represent the conditions 
that will make a sweeping sexual 
revolution possible. It’s not just 
Apollonia’s name and the 
ceramic figures of Pegasus amid 
the trash-and-flash milieu’ that 
recall Ellen Willis’s categories of 
classical and baroque sex’: at 
the heart of this tilm is Prince’s 
attempt to combine “classical 
sex” that is “romantic, profound, 
moral, mys 
terious, aban 
doned, focused on a particular 
person, and stereotypically femi 
nine’ with “baroque sex” that is 
pop, plavtul, funny, experimen 
tal, conscious, deliberate, amoral 


serious, emotional 
spontaneous 


anonymous, focused on sensa 
tion for sensation’s sake, and 
stereotypically masculine.” What 
Prince seems to be saving is that 
it he ever succeeds at bringing 
these feelings all together, the 
social-sexual world as we know it 
will explode. When the Kid's 
father (plaved by Clarence 
Williams IH) urges him never to 
vet married, | don't think he’s 
commenting, on his tragic past 
alone; | think Prince means to 
condemn the entire sexual status 
quo. But his characters don't have 
nearly enough depth to ground 
Prince’s apocalyptic vision, and 
the weakest links are the women. 
Apollonia Kotero looks great in 
leather and lace, but she ex 
presses her attraction to the Kid 
by twitching her mouth. Olga 
Karlatos, as the Kid's mother, is at 
worst an unintentionally funny 
mask of pathos: from the depths 
of her despair, she tells her 
abusive husband, “You never let 


me have any fun.” The female 


members of the Kid’s group are 
battle-weary survivors who seem 
fully placated when he deigns to 
make their sony his hit and offers 
them a peck on the cheek in 
return. In the Minneapolis rock 
milieu as depicted here, women 
in general are litthke more than 
chattel — which makes the sug- 
gestion of submissiveness. and 
bondage in their performances 
and outtits doubly appalling. 
Still, it’s not as a vision that 
Purple Rain fails, but as a movie. 
Magnoli spends his considerable 
technical skills creating what is 
less a sizzling rock film than a 
garish hunk of pop hagiography. 
Audiences who go hoping, to see 
Prince perform “When Doves 
Cry” (the hit song that en- 
capsulates the movie) will get to 
see only the singer looking in- 
tensely troubled while his voice 
soars on the soundtrack. More 
than Prince’s music, this movies 
selling Prince himself. And there 
is an air of MTV-Versailles deca- 
dence about it all, despite the 
relatively modest $7 million 
budget.

Fraga is finally compelled to 
torpedo his own career. At the 
awards ceremony, he delivers an 
“absolutely wild’ version of the 
life. He is, of course, disgraced. 
And as the story ends, we find 
him lying awake in bed, debating 
his alternatives. He thinks about 
the pistol in his desk drawer; he 
thinks about retiring quietly to 
the country until the scandal 
blows over: 

It was all a matter of 
choosing. And even though 
he'd already decided, he still 
thought, just for something 
to think about, choosing and 
giving reasons for his choice 
until dawn began to brush 
against the window, against 
the hair of Ofelia asleep and 
the silk-cotton tree in the 
garden, imprecisely outlined 
like a future that takes shape 
as present, hardens little by 
little, enters into its evervday 
form, accepts it and defends 
it and condemns it inthe 
morning light. 

Cortazar gradually developed 
a prose style that could move 
with confidence and discrimina 
tion among the murk of the 
interior life. The plots in these 
stories are saved from out-and 
out improbability — and thereby 
rendered all the more unsettling 
— by the deftness with which 
event and perception of event are 
merged. In “In the Name of 
Bobby,” for instance, an aunt 
interrogates her young nephew 
about his terrifying dreams 
dreams in which the mother 
keeps perpetrating unspecified 
cruelties. The boy is evasive. But 
then the aunt begins to notice his 
strange fixation: whenever he is 
in the kitchen he seems to be 
sneaking looks at a.certain “long” 
cutting knife. She says nothing, 
and the story” shifts among 
silences and unspoken surmises. 
The hot afternoons grow increas 
ingly tense. And then — well, 
nothing dramatic happens, the 
knife is never “used.” As we 
finish, however, we feel we've 
slipped in through the mesh of 
surfaces, into.a dense precipitate 
of Oedipal contusions. The blade 
is More real and more menacing, 
in the sharp focus of fantasy than 
in the hand. 

The range of the 28 stories in 
this volume is vast. Attenuated 
intimations are balanced by con- 
cretely plotted episodes; though 
Cortazar could not resist the lure 
of border zones, he was nonethe- 
less acutely aware of the contours 
of our shared reality. Indeed, 
several of the more disturbing, 
stories deal face-on with torture 
and political repression. 
Throughout his life, Cortazar 
distinguished himself as a tireless 
publicist for human rights and an 
outraged opponent of right-wing, 
dictatorships in his hemisphere. 
Like so many writers of our time, 
he understood that exile is not an 
escape; it is, if anything, a con- 
dition of heightened responsi- 
bility. 

An author's final book is in 
variably received by his readers 
as a kind of testament. How 
pleased we should be that Cor- 
tazar left us as charming and 
personal a work as A Certain 
Lucas. The book is’ brimming 
over with absurdist humor and 
razor-tipped apercus. It’s like a 
magician’s hat packed between 
hard covers: every short chapter 
conjures another unexpected 
pink-eared rabbit. The unifying 
principle is simple — most of the 
sections relate in some oblique 
way to the life and thoughts of a 
certain Lucas (or a certain Julio). 
But unity hardly matters here. 
What does matter is the joy, the 
airy, associative romping of the 
sentences, the delightful holiday 
feeling we get as soon as we 
realize that syntax and logic are

Some women return to the girl 
group conventions of the early ‘60s to 
reclaim a past that was never theirs: some 
return to those conventions to retreat from

The remake 
of Free's “All Right Now"’ builds a fire out of 
Omartian's kilowatt-heavy rhythm track and 
Stewart's pent-up narration; the chic ballad, 
“Trouble,” falls apart elegantly; even the 
single ‘‘Infatuation’’ sounds forceful enough 
on the radio. It's when Rod leans on his
